could have been of any vse; but then 
they can comfort themselves with 
the scflection that their descendants 
can—if they regret the illustrious 
and prostrate virtues of their ances. 
tors — help bear the military finan- 
cial burdens of Japan. . 

Then China is not cured by “mili- 
iarism’ in the awful European 
tevuse. They have eoldiors there; but, 
until lately at all cvents, they have 
not taken the army very scriously. 
It is true that, as a result, sorcigners 
take possession of- sections of their 
cities and dictate the laws by which 
they sball be governed, Foreizucrs 
interfere with their administration of 
justice in other ways, . and enforce 
then interfercace with the axsistance 
of a few gunboats. A forcvigner pre- 
suler over the collection of their 
customs ducs, KReeently « column of 
furcign troops penetrated to their 
capital, drove their royal family inte 
liding, and exacted a beavy ind 
nity.

The answer ix plain, Simply 
because ihe people living in tho: Bri- 
tish Isles are paying for ber protec- 
tion. That is the whole explanation. 
We are the beneficiaries of the tax 
payers of England, Ireland, Scotland 
and Wales. We are -not defenceless, 
The British fleet and the British 
army defend us. Wu afte safe upon 
the highway because our Big Brother 
will notslet anyone touch us. 

But it is a trifle amusing under 
anch conditions to hear us lauding 
ourselvc:: for our superiority tu that 
same Big Hrother, because of our ea- 
cape from the need of “militarism.” 
We can gd unarmed because an arm- 
ed pretector, walks beside us; and we 
tke advantage of thin privilege to 
assume a superior tone toward all 
those banighted pcople who must car. 
ty arms. [tis to be hoped — that 
John Bull has a‘ greater sense of 
humor than we sometimes eredit Him 
with. Now, of course, no one would 


advise Canada to shoulder uny bur.‘ 


den of “inilitarism” which would im- 
pede her development. It in quite 
arguablg—and we venture to think 
entirely’ true — that the best thing 
Canada can do for the Empire to- 
reat nation, As 
bir Wilfrid said at Quebce the other 
day, “ec have vast transportation pro- 
jects to carry through and the neces- 
sary equipment of.a growing nation 
to provide, :

CONSTITUTION FOR CHINA, 


Present Antiquated Laws Keeping 
Country Always In Trouble. 

Pekin, Sept. 4.—The Emperor has {s- 
sued an edict promising a constitutiqnal 
government when the people are fitted 
for it. The edict nays: 

“Since the beginning of our dynasty 
there have’ been wise emperors who 
have made laws sulted to the times. 
Now that China has Intercourse with 
all nations our laws and political syu- 
tem have become antiquated and our 
country is always in trouble. ‘There- 
fore It Is necessary for us to gather 
more knowledge and draw up a new 
code of lawa, otherwise we shall be un- 
worthy of the trust of our forefathers 
and the people.” 

The edict cites the fact that traveling 
commissioners report that the cause of 
Chinese weakness {s antagonism be- 
tween the rulers and the ruled, and 
Promises administrative and financial 
reforms. When these are accomplished 
and the people have been educated to 
understand their relations to the Gov- 
ernment a constitution will be framed.

Then TI climbed the San Bernardino 
mountains ‘and traveled into those 
hills for many miles, . There I came to 
where the engineers and the financters 
were building a great dam which 
Would collect all the waters from an 
immense area of land inte one great 
lake. “What are you going to do with 
this water?” I axked the chief engt- 
heer, “After we collect the water,” 
nald he, “we are going to_send it by 
tunnels under the mountains, where It 
will be scattered over the arid lands, 
extending between Ettawanda and 
San Kernardino, and that water will 
make that desert blozsom as the rose," 
‘D> you mean to tell me that the tgno- 
rant Mexican laborers who were dig- 
ging the tunnels and erecting the dams 
of Litt}e Bear Valley could work that 
miracy without the planning of skilled 
engincera and the te-enforcement, of 
capital, any more than capital coiild 
make that rescrvolr without the co- 
operation of labor. Oh, yes, even In 
the wildest dreams of the dlacontented 
classes there must be demarcations be- 
tween man and man.

But It makes a great deal of differ- 
ence whether the capitalist looks upon 
Nis fortune ag a public trust or whether 
he plots to make moneys &nd to squeeze 
the last dollar he can cut of his suffer- 
ing employes. It makes a great deal 
of difference whether capitalists are 
Uving for others or whether they be- 
Neve that God has selected them ae 
his .special favorites and expects all 
those with whom they come in contact 
to: live, for thelr benefit. And yet that 
Is the way many of our moneyed po- 
tentates act. They squeeze, they gouge, 
they do, everything which, as misers, 
they can to hoard thelr gold. And the 
strange fact is the more they get. the 
more they want and the more they are 
dissatisfied with what they have, Ec- 
cleslastes well describes the Insatiable 
spirit of some money scekers who are 
about us when he said, “He that loveth 
aillver shall not de satisfied with sll- 
ver, nor be that loveth abundance with 
increaze.” 

In the first place, I learn from this 
text that when a man' makes money his 
idol he is Incapable of loving Christ. 
The two loves aro antagonistic. © They: 
are in mortal combat. They can no 
more live together than a dove could 
nest with a buzzard or the Ught-and- 
the darkness could together AN the 
kame room.

-He will risk life to 
save that of another, even his encony. 
Ue will share the spollx of the hunt 
with bis neighbors, If his neighbor 
dies and bis wife Is left alone with 
children he will provide for her until 
abe marries ngaln. He docs not slan- 
der or tell tales; be doea not abuse any 
one, and he does not fight. He Is a 
man of peace. He loves peace for Its 
own sake, and his life Is one long, labo- 
rlous attempt at happiness for bimself 
and his people.- 








Mow the Katydid Sings. 
Everybody is familiar with the rasp- 
lng notes known as the katydid's 
“song.” It is the male only that is ca- 
pable of emitting’ the well known 
sounds,’ and he does it in a most pe- 
culiar manner, His “vocal organs” are 
at the base of his wings and consist of 
tivo flat excrescencos of thin, dry 
membrane. It ls the rubbing of these 
two membranous plates together which 
produces the “gong.” If your shoulder

‘The Result of Patting a Couple ef 

Wires Im Wrong Terminals. 

A large number of the world's great- 
est inventions have been the result of 
some aceldental union of forces the 
nature of which the person who start- 
ed them. neither understood nor sus- 
pected. The working of dynamos at 
long distances apart when properly 
connected was discovered by accident. 
A scientific journal says: “Soon after 
the opening of the Vienna exposition 
{n 1873 a careless workman picked up 
the ends of a couple of wires which he 
found trailing along the ground. Ile 
fastened them In the terminals of a 
dynamo, to which be thought they be 
longed, while they were really attacth- 
ed to another dynamo that was run- 
ulnug In another part of the grounds. 
The dynamo to which be fastened the 
wires was not running, but as soon as 
the wires were placed In Its terminals 
it rerolred as If o steam engine was 
driving it, The workman was amazed. 
The engincers and electricians wera 
astonished by the discovery that a dy- 
namo electric wachine (turned by 
steam power) would turn anot sim- 
{lar machine a long distance atvay if 
properly connected to it by electric 
wires. Thus originated one of the 
most revolutionary applications of elec- 
tricity.” 

The fact that power can be transmit- 
ted for miles by electric wires ia one 
of the most Important factors In mod- 
ern civil engineering achlerements,

The problem of how to keep women's 
stockings suspendered in place with- 
out tearing them has been solved, and 
pow those who spent small fortunes 
every year on hosiery just because the 
rtera tore them can spend the extra 
money in some other way. And inci- 
dentally silk—tbe real sheer kind ‘In 
which a thread was always breaking 
and spoiling the whole stocking—can 
be worn now without any thought 
about the weave breaking. 
f1n onler to hold the stockings in 
shape and In place it has clways been 
necessary to have them caught up well 
at the top, and the clasps used on the 
supporters In time break thtough the 
fine threads because of the stralp, and 
the hose was then practically ruined, 
for it was a matter of but a short time 
after one break occurred before there 
were several other “runs.” This could 
not be avolded even with the heavier 
Usle thread and cotton weaves, aud in 
desperation women who bare a fad for 
wearing costly: hosiery sought ways to 
remedy the evil. 

Nowa scheme bas been devised 
against tearing and “runs” by a theat- 
rical wardrobe woman that bas proved 
a@ success, and since she has been using 
it she declares that ber hoslery has 
lasted three times as long, and in all 
the six months’ experiment she has not 
bad a single thread break at the top of 
even her finest stockings.

Five Years to Run. 

Nine years ago the Treaty of Wash- 
ington was concluded by the last postal 
congress. The treaty just reached in 
Rome has five years to run. This will 
give the postal union a chance te pro- 
vide for néw postal conditions without 
having to walt too long.- After the 
Treaty of Washington the postal ser 
vice of the nations in the union soared 
at a tremendous, rate, because of the 
high tide of emigration, Increased tra- 
vel abroad and the general trade ex- 
pansion, These things called impera- 
tively for important changes In the In- 
ternational postal regulations, ‘These 
changes have now been made, and what 
are found to be necessary In the fu- 
ture will be for the next congress in 
Madrid to consider. 


Two Long Strides. 


Before the recent congress at Rome 
there were two ideais, There was 
penny postage, and there was the 
universal’ stamp. Neither of these 
was realized, but the progress made 
was all in their direction. These two 
things particularly affect the I ‘:inion 
of Canada. 

It Is made optional for any country 
in the union to reduce the letter rate by, 
in the firat place, fixing an ounce 
weight where it is now half an ounce, 
and in the second instance, by bring- 
ing down a five cent charge to four. 
This means, In the multiple, @ - very 
considerable reduction, and thia is de- 
clared to be a long stride in the direc- 
tion of penny postage. It will be adopt- 
ed as a matter of course by Great Bri- 
tain and her colonies. ‘ 

The ‘fixing of a maximim weight of 
one ounce ia expected to do away to a 
great extent with the woe of the recl- 
pleat who has had to pay double post- 
“ze on letters excceding the present 

vif-ounce Iimit. This was a concession 

pecially desired by the British coun- 
tries, It was stubbornly fought for in 
committee first, and then In the general 
congress. The opposition to it was very 
strong, and only on the last day and 
almost at the last minute was the con- 
gresx finally persuaded to let the Brit- 
ishers have thefr way. It was perhaps 
th>. biggest concession of any granted 
during the whole session of the “Con- 
greas of Rome.” ° 

Nearly the Universal Stamp. 


The next change of importance froin 
the British point of view was the grant- 
ing 5f the right to issue coupons for 
return postage.- This right, like that of 
the ore ounce maximum, is an optional 
one, but will almost certainly go into 
effect no as to be w practical advantage 
to Canada. This changé also was asked 
for by Great Britain. The idea is that 
any country In the postal union may 
issue coupons payable In a foreign coun- 
try in stamps. In working out it will en- 
able a merchant, say In ‘Toronto, to 
send a letter to the French capital and 
send it with a coupon payable In stamps 
of the French republic, so that whén 
his correspondent comes to reply he is 
provided with a stamp for the return 
letter. The actual difference between 
this and a system based upon the uso 
of a universal stamp is not very great. 
There is a little more ‘complication, 
but not muth. Canadiana may soon 
have an opportunity to test the 
ucheme in practice, ag it Ix quite pos- 
sidle and probable that these coupons 
will before long be obtainable at Cana- 
dian post officer. ~ ¥ 

Problem Toe Knotty. 

The Postal Congress adopted | this 
proposal for a system of c)upons, but 
coyld not come to an ugresmésgnt on the 
universal stamp project. All sorts of 
proposals, devices and samples were be- 
fore the delegates, but the question 
proved to be too knotty, as It had prov~ 
ea too kmutty for previous tongresses, 








An Important Leper Experiment. 

Important statements were made at 
the meeting of the governors of the 
London Hospital in rexard to the op- 
sonic department for the treatment of 
lupus, 

The House committee's report stated 
that the work of the department was 
increasing. The governors: were prob- 
ably aware that it had been discovered 
that, by making certain testa of the 
blood, the patients’ power of resistance 
against the disease* of consumption 
could be measured. 

These testn were, of course, made 
before the patients contracted the dis- 
ease, If their power of resistance was 
found to be low, a qreans had been dis- 
covereds of increasing” that power, 
which would undoubtedly eventually 
be the means by which that dread dis- 
ease might be starhped out of this 
country. Y 

Lupus was chused by the same mi- 
crobe. In the case of lupus, the bacillus 
attacked the skin, and In the case of 
consumption it attacked the lungs. It 
was a fact that the lupus patients had 
resisted all treatment by the. Finsen 
lamp, having had as many as 600 sit- 
tings withogt effect, and in teating th 
blood of these patients, the resist- 
ance was Tound to be so low that the 
patient undoubtedly got Infected ax fast 
as he got cured by the lght.

REV. DR. BEATTIE DEAD, 





Canadian, Who Attained High Place In 
U, S&S. Expires Suddenly. 


Loulsville, Ky.. Sept. 5.—Dr. Francis 
R.. Beattle. one of the widely-known 
ministers in the Presbyéerian Church, 
and president of the Preabyterian The- 
logical Seminary, dled suddenly yester- 
day at hia restdence here of heart fall- 
ure, 

He was born In Guelph In 1848. Af- 
ter passing through the Guelph public 
and high schools he entered Toronto 
University and graduated In 1475. He 
graduated from Knox College In 1878, 
and gained his B.D. degree.. He wat 
the reciplent of many other degrees. 
He was ordained In 1878 and filled with 
Kreat success different pulpita In Can- 
ada, mainly that of the Park street 
Presbyterian Churel, Brantford, until 
1888, when he became a professor in 
the Presbyterian Seminary at Colum- 
bia, S.C. From’ 1593 he had been @ro- 
fessor of apologetica and systematic 
theology In the Presbyterlan Theologl- 
cal Seminary of Kentucky. 

He was associate editor of The Chris- 
tlan Observer and assocfate editor of 
The Presbyterian Quarterly, He was 
& meinber of the executive committee 
of the Alllance of Reformed Churches. 

Dr. Beattie was a yolumJnous author 
and was also the editor of the meim- 
orlal volume of the Westminater As- 
sembly celebration at Charlotte, N. C. 
Dr. Beattle wax twice married.

Many will remember that some years 
ago there went on a violent contro- 
versy about the word tireless. The 
discovery had been made that s‘less” 
was a suffix which could propetly be 
appended only to nouns; hence the 
form must be discarded, and we must 
all take pains to say untiring. 
duty of so doing was preached from 
scores of professional and newspaper! 
pulpits. No one seemed to think or 
care for the various other adjectives 
similarly formed and therefore llable 
to the similar censure’ which they 
never recelved. Hostility was direct- 
ed against it alone. The a¢tu#l flaw 
which vitlated the arguments against 
tireless Its-censors never knew or took 
Into consideration. This was that the 
fancled rule covering the creation of 
such words had practically jong ceased 
to be operative whenever a new forma- 
tlon atruck the sense of tho users of 
language as being desirable, 

Unquestionably In our earliest speech 
the suffix “less” when employed to 
form adjectives was joined only with 
nouns. But the general sloughing off 
of nominal and verbal endings which 
went on Jn. later centuries reduced a 
great proportion of substantives and 
verbs in the speech to precisely the 
same form, In cousequence the sense 
of any fundamental distinction be- 
tween the two broke down in many 
ways—In one way In particular, There 
Is nothing casler In our specch than to 
convert,a verb into a noun or a noun 
Into a verb, It is a process which has 
taken place constantly in the past and 
is Mable to take place at any time In 
the future, cither at the will or the 
whim of the’ writer or speaker.—

An elght inch hook 
on the Jower edge of the frame 
fastened into an eye on the window sill 
a few inches from the hinge side and 
held the screen at an angle of about 
forty-fivedegrees. ‘The ollcloth obscured 
the Ught sufficiently and the current 
of alr wagdiverted from the bed. The 
amount ventilution, of course, was 
regulated by adjusting the window 
sash.—Good Housckeeping.

If 
this does not succeed the follawing 
may: A plece of fine pack thread or 
linen thread is-to be wrapped evenly 
and firmly round the finger from the 
tip as far as the ring, through which- 
the end is to be inserted, which being 
done the pack thread must be gradu- 
ally ‘unwonnd by means of: the end 
thus placed. If this process does not 
succeed the ring most be filed off. It 
cannot remain without risk.

The composhtion. of tobacco smoke 
is complex. Analysis gives nicotine 
pyridic bases, formic aldehyde, ammo- 
nia, methylawin, pyrrol, sulphuretted 
lydrogen, prussie acid, butyric acid, 
carbonic acid, oxide of- carbon, the 
steam of water, an etherized em- 
pyreumatic oil, and tarry or resin- 
ous products, among which we de- 
tect small quantities of phenol. Of 
all the products of. tobacco the most 
Yenomous are nicotine, pyridic/ and 
methylamin haseg, prussic acid, \sul- 
phuretted hydrogen, oxide of carbon 
and empyreumatie oll, and all that we 
draw Into our lungs with more or less 
satisfaction.

If 
the bread is underbaked some of the 
Yeast may remain unkilled, and such 
bread by being kept may have more 
of its starch changed into sugar. Thor- 
ough baking kills all yeast, and keep- 
ing of such bread does not cause any 
ripening. Stale bread is more digesti- 
bie than new bread solely because it is 
more easily masticated.

Vice President Graham Says Managet 
Ostrom Made a Suggsstion Regard- 
ing His Evidence — Directors Who 
Did Not Appear to Know Much of 
the Company’s Affairs — Consider- 
able Confusion In Management. 


Toronto, Sept, 6.—Some odd occur- 
rences In connection with the manage- 
ment of the Monarch Life came to Iight 
at yesterday's eession of the Insurance 
Commission. Mr. Ostrom, Hon, Robert 
Rogers of Winnipeg and a vice-présl- 
dent, and T, H. Graham, another vice- 
president. were witnesses, Presiden: 
Gordon will be a witness to-day. 

Mr. Rogers declared that he didnot 


see how the company could now be do~ whet he 


ing business at Toronto, as an adjourn- 
ed meeting of. the shareholders, to he 
held in Winnipeg, had never been held. 

Mr, Tilley told of a directors’ meeting 
held Aug, 9. This Mr. Rogers did‘ not 
attend, belng notified only on the same 
day. There wax another meeting call- 
ed by some of the directors for Aug, 10, 
On Aug. 9 the head office was trans- 
ferred to Toronto, but this was never 
mentioned on Aug. 10, $ 

Mr. Rogers said that names of direc- 
tors elected March 21 were omitted and 
other names substituted. Tho share- 
on March 21) postponed . the 
sanctioning of the transfer of 3,490 
shares to Manager Ostrom, pending 
consideration by the directors. The ex- 
ecutive was to meet with Mr. Rogers 
to discuss the matter, but never did 
80, In April they confinned the trans. 
fer, In a tesclution setting forth that 
the sharcholders had already passed, 
favorably upon it, which was not the 
case, 

Mysterious "Phone Orders, 

Vice-President Graham admitted In 
the box that he had signed the stock 
certificates transferred Instead of the 
president, because he was “in the hab- 
it” of signing: he also admitted that be 
had done so without authority of the 
shareholders, but sald he thought if was 
Mr, Ostrom's right to have them. He 
further admitted that he did not sign 
the certificates until! 9.30 a, m.. Tues- 
day. just before the Commission sat, 
They were xent to his office, and he re- 
celved a "phone order to sign them; he 
swore he could not say from whom, He 
told of Mr. Ostrom, the manager, tak- 
Ing him out of the court room yester- 
day morning and sounding him as to 
what his evidence would be, suggesting 
that he had sixned the certififates 
“since coming from Winnipeg.” ~ The 
witness told Ostrom that he woul! tell 
exactly when he affixed the signatures. 

Mr. Graham also told of having been 
called up over the telephone ta con- 
firm minutes which were not all read 
to him. Indeed, he was down In thon 
As moving and secending resoluUons of 
which he knew nothing. 

Mr. Graham and Mr. Rogers did not 
Agree as to who js frat and who second 
vice-presidents. Mr. Willson, the secre- 
tary, says that In his draft minutes the 
Winnipeg man had the honor; the type- 
written minutes give It to the other, 

Ostrom's Certificate. 

Mr. Ostrom was recalled at the 
morning session, Referring to the 
transfera of the fourteen shares, wit- 
ness sald that President Gordon sign- 
ed some of them at the Toronto office, 
The remainder he took to Winn!per. 
These «were blank certificates, He 
was going to get them aligned there. 
The only certificate for one hundred 
shares signed by President Gordon he 
had forgotten to bring. 

Hon. Robt. Rogers of Winnipeg was 
the next witness. Ho was one of the 
original permanent board of directors 
of the Monarch Life, and had attend 
but one meeting last March. He did 
not know prior to the shareholders* 
meeting where .Ostrom got off at. A 
couple of days prior ta the meeting, 
however, he received a notice that the 
matter of transfer of 1,490 shares 
would be one of the items of business, 
A directors’ meeting was held tmmedi- 
ately after the shareholders’ mecting. 
The firat step was to change the head 
oMce from Toronto to Winnipeg. 

To Mr. Tilley witness sald: “If ft 
were necessary ‘to have my consent 
to the transfer of the 1,400 shares to 
Ostrom for his copyrights, that con- 
sent was never given by me.” 

The meeting of the eastern ; dirce- 
tors on. the 9th of August passed a 
resolution to remove the head’ office 
back to Toronto, Witness did not 
know this, He attended a meeting 
called by the western directors on the 
10th of August. This was a long 
meeting. The directorate was an im- 
portant item of business. Two names, 
Messra. Burns and Lane of Winnipeg 
were 18ft off, Two names, Messrs. 
Alfred Brunet and .Gonzolve Desall- 
miers on the Ilst of directors, were not 
elected at all. 

Mr. Rogers volunteered the Infor- 
mation that stock was subscribed for 
Monarch Life shares on the distinct 
understanding that the head office was 
to te In Winnipeg. : 

Signed Without Knowing. 


Witness told of the bringing up »f 
the purchase of the copyrights and 
the handing over of 1.400 shares to 
Ostroy for same. The president made 
a live statement that thexe trans- 
fers had not been tssued. - He had 
signed one transfer for 90 shares, not 
knowIng that It was part of the 1,400 
shares. This transfer was not in 
effect. Ostrom and Vico-Preakient 
Graham were present and did nor 
contradict this. -He was unaware 
that the stock had been Issued, sign- 
ed partly by Mr. Gordon and Mr. 
Graham. Mr. Ostrom‘s contract’ for 
remuneration was not fully decided on 
as far as witness know, ¢ 

Tho active operations of the com- 
pany were to te commenced in Win- 
nipeg. Witnessy did not ste how the 
company could have commenced busl- 
ness Issulng policies when at the 
March meeting the matter was left in 
abeyance until the 10th of. August, 
when a meeting of the directcra would 
be held to place all matters In shape 
before the ball started rolling. 

T. H. Graham, UL. D. 8S, of Toronto, 
vice-president of the company. was 
cath. He had signed several stock 
cer.ificates, some in Oxtrom'’s name

‘What Bryan's Plan Would 
Cost the United States 


Mr, William J. Bryan's proposal to 
own and operate the railways of the 
United States by government is dis- 
cuseed by the New. York Times by 
reference to details which the Presi- 
dential candidate in embryo is 
thought not have taken into foll uc- 
count. That journal figures out 
broadly the sum which wouid have 
to be added to the public. debt. 

In 1604 the total railway asscta of 
the country amounted to over fif- 
teen billions, The railway liabilities, 
fncluding capital stock, bonded debt, 
Wnfunded dobt, current accounts, und 
sinking and other funds, amounted to 
"| $14,862,122,748. Leaving out of uc- 
count everything except bonds and 
stocks. the Federal und State govoro- 
mente under Mr. Bryan’a plan would 
have to scquire shares of capital 
slock amounting to $6,447,045.374, gnd 
bonds to the amount of $7,475,810,203. 

lt is asked, what should bz the in- 
téfpst rate upon donds given by the 
governmcot 12 <schange for these 
secusities? The total distribution, in 
dividends on stock in 1904 was $188,- 
386,093, which is equat to 29 per 
cent. upon the total outstoending cap- 
ital stock. Bul whilo some railways 
pay 1€ per cent. of more, others 
have for years paid no dividends 
on their common stock. BShures on 
which large dividends are pald com- 
mand u nigh price in the market. 
But the non-dividend paying shares 
of many roads nevertholess com- 
‘mand a very steady prico in the 
market. The government would have 
to give something tor them. in 
1906 the railroads paid $242,992,755 in 
iniercst on bonds, equal to about 
3235 per cent. per annum on the 
entire bonded debt. Jn justice and 
equity the holders of these securi- 
ties should reccive from the govern- 
ment a bond that, measured by mar- 
ket value or by annual return, wokld 
be a Tair exchange for what they 
now have. Our _New York contem- 
porary would like to know how Mr, 
Bryan would figure it out.

Hew They Are Formed and Why 
They Fall In Warm Weather. 

A good many boys and girls wonder 
why it s.that we have hall storms in 
summer or in warm weatber Instead of 
in the icy winter. As a matter of fact, 
it Is the warm wenther that produces 
them. Hall is formed by the meeting 
of two currests of air, one warty and 
saturated with vapor and tbe other 
very cold. The cold alr condenses the 
vapor Into’ water and then freezes the 
water Into Ice particles. The ice par- 
tlcles as they fall toward the earth 
strike and adhere to each other, thus 
forming ¥the stones that reach the 
ground, ‘As it is only In summer that 
warm, vapor laden strata of dir orer- 
hang the earth, it is only at that season 
that the conditions exist for the forma- 
ton of hail. : 

The most violent hallstorms occur is 
the tropics, where the stones are often 
as large as oranges and sometimes 
much larger than that. The hall that 
falls in winter is very different from 
that of summer both in form and in 
origin. It Is always small and is pro- 
tInced by the freezing of ralndrops as 
they pass through a colder stratum of 
air than that In which they started,

is quickly condgerstd, * Neal clouds ap- 
pear in the upper part of the bottle, 
and presently. as the cooling process 
foes on, tiny raindrops form and fall 
just as In a regular shower, 

The whole process of the distribution 
of moisture on the earth's surface is 
illustrated in the bottle. The alcohol 
is the ocean or the lake, the alr abore 
it is the clear sky, and the warm bath 
of water Is the sun. The saucer plays 
the part of the cold currents In the up- 
Der alr and condenses the vapor which 
the sun draws up from fhe ocean. 

A still more striking result can -be 
obtained by using a cold saucer in 
place of the warm one. In that case 
the difference of temperature will be 
increased, and there is a regular old 
fashioned hurricane, 

This very simple experiment was in- 
vented recently by Professor Errera of 
Brussels, and ‘almost any of our boys 
or girls could Interest a whole class or 
a school exhibition with it.

A Pretty Experiment. - 

Take a common tumbler, partly fill it 
with clear water and place upon Its 
surface some pieces of gum camphor. 
Immediately they will begin to swim 
around the water, and If the camphor 
be lighted they will look like balls 
of fire floating thereon. Put a few 
drops of oll of any kind into the water 
and the camphor will cease moving at 
once, And while you bave the camphor 
at hand put a Ittle In a clear bottle, 
cork it and place It in the sun for a few 
hours, Then you will notice beautiful 
white, silky needles begin to appear 
around the neck of the bottle, which 
are so delicate and fragile In appear- 
ance that you would hardly think they 
could hold together. 


The Height of a Mountain. 

The barometer is the instrument by 
which the’ welght of the atmosphere is 
determined. But how many of you 
know that this Instrument may also be 
used to determine the belght of a moun- 
tain? It has been found that the col- 
umn of mercory In the barometer falls 
about one Inch to every. increase of 
1,000 feet in altitude, because the high- 
er we ascend the lighter is the atmos- 
Phere and the lesa, therefore, the pres- 
sure on the mercury in the reservoir of 
the instrument. If the barometer 
marks thirty. inches, then, at sea level 
and twenty-seren inches on top of a 
mountain, it follows that the mountain 
Is 3,000 fect In helght approximately.

Toronto, Sept. 7.—It was eminently 
fitting that “American Day” at Can- 
adian National Exhibition. should ba 
chosen by the directors to banquet Ha- 
mar Greenwood, M. P. for York, Enz- 
land, bdut,ias Sir William Mulock put 
it, “Canadian bred.” 

Though It was a great function, it 
was held in the evening and was over 
by 10 o'clock last night: 

W. K. McNaught, M. P. P.. made a 
Perfect chairman, ‘and In Introducing 
the guest of the occasion xald that Mr, 
Greenwood had been of very great az- 
sistance to the directors of tie falr in 
many matters of Importance In Eng 
land during the year, and this-in jtself 
made it appropriate to entertain hin 
at the fair, But they were proud : 
welcome him for what he was and what 
he had done for Canada and the Em- 
pire,

Growth of Empire. 

Hon. J. W. St. John, in | proposing 
the toast of “The Empire,” stated that 
it had increased during last century 
at the rate of two acres uw second, He 
Was glad to say that in this mighty 
Empire the champlon of liberty and 
ciyPization, the sons ard daughters of 

‘anada took foremost place. Th statex- 
manship this was evident from the Hat 
of Canadians in the Imperial Parlia® 
ment, of whom he mentioned Hon. 
Edward Blake, Sir Gilbert Parker, 
Bonar Law, Charles D, Evelyn, Dr. 
Macnamara, C. D. Rose, Allen Laker. 
Foster Boulton and last, but not least, 
Hamar Greenwo xl, 

Sir William Mulock, tn responding, 
complimented the gifted first commoa- 
er of Ontario, who proposed the toast. 
Were he td treat the subject in the 
Ught of the storied past he would ven- 
ture the assertion that the Empire ow- 
ed its position among the present day 
nations to the fact that British inst!- 
tutlons stood for liberty and Justice. 

What were to be the future relations 
of Canada with the Empire, was a 
question often asked. He did not shire 
the view that a new bond was n i}. 
In his. judgment the imperial senti- 
ment was not a soniid one, and did not 
depend on tariffs, custom walla pre- 
ferences or free trade,Dut on a higher, 
holler ‘foundation. Britain wa* the 
cradle of clvil and religious Nberty. 
and this was the great heritage Can- 
ada enjoyed, from the mother of na- 
tions. Sentiment was the true bond, 
‘and mercenary considerations would 
have no place In determining the unlon. 
which would continue from age to age 
between Britain and Canada, 

He had to congratulate Britain on 
the importation of Hamar Greenwood, 
Canadian-bred. His success would 
stimulate many young Canadians to 
dedicate as he had done his great gifts 
to the mother country. 

Mayor Coatsworth was pleased 
note that those conditiona which had 
brought about; the dis!ntexration of 
earller empires were wanting In the 
British, He Jolned In congratulating 
Britain in acquiring some young Cana- 
dian blood such as had deen supplied 
by Mr. Greenwood. 

The Toast of thy Evening. 

A. H, N. Colguhoun proposed = the 
toast of the evening. Mr, Greenwood 
was one of that republic of letters tn 
which those who belonged to It were 
careful of their common Intereata. Mr. 
Greenwood had distinguished himscif 
in many ways, but it was to his own 
talent and pluck that Mr, Greenwood 
owed his present position. He repre- 
sented In the British Parliament a par- 
ty which was peculiarly close to the 
democratic forces of the time. They 
recognized the ‘British Empire as a 
power for good, and they saw in him 
one .with whom they had common 
round In the service of the Empire. 
His own. idea of Imperialism was of the 
quality of the King’s subjects In every 
part of the Empire, and Mr. Green 
wood’s success had done much to es- 
tablish that. 

Mr. Greenwood's Reply. 

After graceful personal references to 
those who honored him and thanks for 
that honor, Mr. Greenwood sald he con- 
sidered Canada to be the most progres. 
sive and most Important colony of the 
Empire. The people had a sense cf 
political and religious equality which 
was xsttil wanting In Britain. The more 
Canadians there were in the House of 
Commons the more would impertal 
matte: be considered and local mat- 
ters relegated to the proper quarters for 
settlement. They had now nine thor- 
ough-bred Canadians and one or two 
Ney Zealanders and Australians In the 
1 se. This would prevent the Home 
Government. landing in a. morass, as 
they have done on rome occasions, and 
-would prevent the signing of an Ash- 
burton or any subsequent treaty of thdt 
kind,

Keen For the Colonies. , 

He was sure the present English ad- 
mintstration, with all of whom he had 
discussed Canada, were as keen cham- 
plons of colonial development as any 
of those present. He would not for a 
moment attempt to interfere in Cana- 
dian affairs. . He was in the’ small 
but- considerable majority of those 
who neversgave advice to his native 
country, But when a British Cabinet 
took office they were always:actuated 
with respect, sympathy and loyalty 
towards the colonies. There was no 
, such thing as partisanship in a Brit- 
ish Cabinet. Whether a squatter In 
Australia ‘or a 160-acre man jn the 
Northwest, it was the sentiment of the 
great. men Jn England that the Empire

“Sealing 
with wax is an excellent Insurance of 
Privacy, but it is a difficult and awk- 
ward operation, and wax and a match, 
candle and seal are not always at 
hand.

Then‘{t Is 
absolutely Impossible to steam open 
the letter and close it again in such a 
way as to escape detection.

Truro, N. S., Sept. 10.—SIx thousand 
People, who came from all parts of the 
country, gave T L. Borden, the Con- 
Servative leader, a most magnificent 
weloome here on Saturday. Every 
Conservative in Trura was present at 
Victoria Park, and crowds came from 
miles around. Westville sent 600 vot- 
ers, headed by thelr own band; there 
was'a tralnioad from Halifax; New 
Glasgow, Stellarton and other towns 
sent imposing delegations. The speak- 
ers included George W. Stuart of Truro, 
who presided; R. L, Borden. M. P., C. EF. 
Gregory, J. J. Ritehle, K. C. and 
Charles E, Tanner, M. P. P., of Pictou.

Mr. Borden was in splendid form and 
delivered a splendid address, exposing 
the rascalities of the Laurier Govern- 
ment. pleading for purity In elections 
and defending the doctrine of provin- 
celal rights.

_ “The public domain must be regard- 
ed as including nog only the natural re- 
sources and facilities with which Can- 
ada has deen so abundantly endowed, 
but also the great national franchises 
and public utilities, These, of right, 
are the property of the state, and they 
must be administered and exploited 
for the public. benefit." The Conserva- 
lve party maintained this principle in 
1904,, when it declared that the new 
franscontinental rallway should be a 
national work, owned and ‘controlled 
by the state. 
No Obstacle tn the Way. 

“Government ownership or operation 
is repeatedly challenged because of in- 
competent or corrupt administration.

Peculiar Custom of the Arab Ladies 
of Zausiber. 

The Arab ladies of Zanzibar live In 
great seclusion in the large white 
houses, never golng out In the daytime 
from one year’s end to another, says 
the. Manchester Guantian. A litle 
cooking and sweetment ‘making fs thelr 
only recognized employment, though 
some few ‘of them can do beautiful 
silk embroidery. To Ne on thelr beds 
and be fanned by their slave girls ts 
the usual occupation of the richer 
women. 

If they want to visit thelr friends, or, 
as_is more often the case. to perambu- 
late the town, they walt until 8 o'clock 
In the evening, when a gun Is fired 
warulog all Mokammedans that it Is 
the Oifth and last hour of prayer; then 
they may go out. They are entirely 
enveloped In large mantles and their 
faces completely hidden by very ugly 


gilt masks, with oblong slits for the’ 


eyes, and many of them wear these 
eren In the privacy of thelr own homes. 
Their other garments are trousera and 
a tunic reaching below the knee, which 
is often embroidered and trimmed with 
gold braid. They have a number of 
gold and silver ornaments, nose rings 
and earrings, bracelets, anklets, and 
80 On. 

They are very Nght in color, many of 
them cream colored, Their features are 
regular ond good, and they have dark 
eyes and aliky black hair. They paint 
under their eyes and stain their haads 
and nails a reddish color with senna. 
If they want to go any ‘Alstance from 
home they ride through the narrow 
streets on large white asses stain 
brick red, their slaves running by thelr 
sides, but you generally meet them 
stalking solemnly along, surrounded by 
their slaves, who carry enormous lan- 
Terns as big as a London street lamp.

“Well.” some one says, “ho an 
you rtop men and women wh) are 
physical incompetents from marry- 
ing ” “By doing what every intelligent 
physiclan in the world Is advocating— 
by making {t obligatory upon every 
man and woman to pass a proper 
physical examination before they can 
get from the county a licanse to marry. 
In old Sparta it used to be the custom 
for the attendants to kill at birth chil- 
dren that were born cripples or weak- 
lings. We cannot do that. Such a 
custom would be abhorrent to our feel- 
Ings. But we can do better. We can 
prevent feeble children from being 
born of physically Incompetent par- 
ents by refusing to let physically un- 
sound men and women marry at all. 
Water cannot riso higher than its 
source. A strong branch cannot grow 
from a withered trunk, “Neither can a 
physically and mentally healthy child 
descend from unhealthy parents. 

The first reformation of our social 
evils should be pathological. It should 
be a. sweeping diagnosis and should 
start with a sound physical marriage 
altar, It should extend our tmmigra- 
thon lawa—namely, the laws which al- 
low llttle children to come into the 
world among ourselves, rather than 
the Immigration laws which prevent 
leprous children and their parents to 
come from other lands Into ours, Pre- 
natal causes may be just as far reach- 
ing in thelr social results as postnatal. 
A child must be born well in order to 
live physically well. 

Now comes the practical question. 
Are we as intelligent Americans golng 
to care for our neighbors’ children. 
born in filth and dirt? Are we going 
to give them public parks and public 
playgrounds and free bathing pkces 
and free docks, where the poor can get 
@ breath of the sea alr In the hot sum- 
mer months? Are we golng to furnish 
them model tenement houses, properly 
Ventilated and ighted and with healthy 
sanitary plumbing? Theso are vital 
questions which the American people 
must solve. These are not luxuries 
which the poor are demanding, bdut 
necessities, And if the poor do not 
have these physical necessities, then 
they -will pay us back !n our own coin. 
For filth and darkness and villated air 
always breed crime and drunkenness 
and llcentlousness and brutality and 
sins of.all sorts. As the black plagues 
of Europe always started from the vile 
stenchful quarters of the congested 
clties of the east, so the plagues of de- 
bauchery and ignorance and crime 
thrive best In the filthy quarters of the 
poor of our large cities, where the sun- 
light cannot get into the homes and 
where the Httle children have no parks 
or playgrounds In which they may de- 
velop healthfully, as all children should 
develop. 

Furthermore, I was struck with an- 
other fact when reading about the phy- 
sical necessities of the poor. The poor 
are not paupers, as we concelve pau- 
pers. The poor are willing and able to 
pay a just return for their necessities. 
But the trouble is when a finan becomes 
poor then he becomes heipless. Then 


the capitalist robs him of the little he ; 


has, however small that all may be. 
That is the way the capitalists treats 
the poor of our large cities. When he 
sells the poor man his coal, he sells It 
by the shovelful, and he sells it at a 


ruinous price. He charges the poor man ; 


three times the price at which he sells 
it by the ton to the rich man. When he 
builds the poor man his miserable hovel 
the capitalist usually gets 20, 40, 60 and 


even 100 per cent, on his monoy invest- ; 


ed. A dog or a wild beast would not 
Ilve in somé of the filthy dens in which 
the poor of New York used to be 
housed. And yet for every one of those 
dark cellars and back rooms in which 
the sunlight never comes the capitalist 
would charge the most astounding rent 
and, like a modern Shylock, demand 


his pound of flesh nearest’'to his vice .

Ssedie, Russian Poland, Sept, 10.—A 
massacre of police and soldiers began 
at 8 o'clock Saturday. night. Immedi-" 
ately afterward the troops attacked: 
the Jews, 

All yesterday, the soldiers have at- 
tacked civilians, Christians or Jews, 
robbing and murdering them without 
discrimination. Hundreds of persons 
were killed or wounded. Three streets 
Weto devastated. 

T is reported that drunken resery- 
Ista started the massacre. 

Troops have surrounded the city and 
refuse access to it, 

Reign of Bomb In Riga. 

Sept. 10—Three policemen 
Were Wounded, one fatally, by a Domb 
‘Saturday, thrown at a strect rallroad 
car. A patrol of troops wax called, 
and fired a volley into the crowd. which 
collected, wounding’ one man mortally 
and three slightly. 

A bomb was left Saturday by an un- 
known man In the office of The Con- 
Servative, a Lettish newspaper. One 
of the editors caught sight of the 
buraicg fuse and at once threw the 
bemb In a pall of Water, thus saving 
the situation. 

The band of revolutionary bank rob- 
bers, led by the well-known Leitl« 
writer, Plekshan, who combined the 
functions of poct, sociologist and the 
bandit, have succeeded in escaping 
from the country.

fire down Penkna, Warsaw and Allcna 
streets, which were inhabited by thou- 
sands of Jews. The destruction was 
horrible. 

200 Killed, 1,000 Wounded. 

As a result of the gencral slaughter, 
it is estimated-that fully 200 Jews have 
been killed and 1,060 wounded. There 
aro 3,000 prisoners in'ctstody, a great 
many of whom are wounded. Not a so!- 
dier wan killed. ; ¥ 

Yesterday niorning squads of sol- 
dicrs were parading through the streets 
selling pillaged watches and jewellery. 
The army officers openly countenanced 
the selling of loot. The local governor 
took no steps to prevent the outrage. 

The telegraph offices are closed and 
nobody is allowed on the streets or to 
leave the town. The refugees continue 
to crowd to the stations. The soldiers 
are drunk and behaving with extra- 
ordinary brutality. 

A delegation of citizens asked the 
governor to order the troops to cease 
firing, but the governor replied that 
the citizens must deliyer up their lead- 
ers and the revolutionists or otherwise 
the elty would be bombarded.

Delicacy of manner at table stamps, 
both man or woman, for one can, at 
@ glance, discern whether or no a 
person has been trained to eat well, 
Le, to fold the knife and fork pro- 
perly, to eat without the slightest 
sound of the lips, to drink quietly, to 
use the napkin rightly, © make no 
noise with any of the implements of 
the table, and ‘last, But not least, to 
eat slowly and masticate the food thor- 
oughly, All ‘these points should. be 
taught most carefully to children, and 
then they will always feel at ease at 
the grandest tables In the land, writes 
the editor of Woman's World in To- 
ronto Sunday World. There is no posi- 
tion where the innate’ refinement of a 
Person is more fully exhibited than at 
the table, and nowhere that those who 
have not been trained in tadle etiquette 
feel more keenly thelr deficiencies. 

The knife, It is almost neediesg to 
say, should never be used to carry 
to the mouth, but only to cut it into 
smalt mouthfuls before it is conveyed 
to the mouth on the fork. When both 
hayg been used finally they should be 
laid diagonally across the plate with 
both handles to the right side. This is 
understood by well-bred wallers to be 
the signal for removing them, together 
with the plate. 

Be careful to keep the mouth shut 
closely while masticating the food. It 
Is the opening of the fps which causes 
the smacking sound so very disgusting. 
Always swallow what Js fn the mouth 
before adding elther food or drink. 
Chew the food well, but do It silently, 
and be careful to take small mouth- 
fuls. Bo eful, too, not to clatter the 
knives and forks upon the plate, but 
uxe them without nolse. When helped 
to anything begin eating at once. It is 
not considered good breeding to walt 
uni all the company are provided. 
When passing the plate for a second 
helping lay knife and fork together at 
one side ofthe plate with handles to- 
ward the right. At a formal meal a 
kucst should not ask for a second help-

The youth or maideo 
bas spent all the best time of Ife in an 
uncongenlal and practically useless oc- 
cupation, and there is not enough time 
left afterward to, pursue a vocation 
which would have been congenial and 
for which the boy or girl had some 
aptitude, 

The plain fact Is, parents must watch 
their children, thrusting aside their own 
hopes and desires, and try to detect if 
the lad or girl shows aptitude for any 
one thing more than for another, Where 
this ls observed the proper course is to 
derelop It, for the child will do better 
in that sphere than In any other. It 
may be quile contrary to the wishes of 
father or mother, but what is the use 
of rebelling? You must crowd down 
your disappointment and think only of 
the welfare of your offspring, says 
Woman's Life.

THE GREAT DIPPER. 


Something About the Constellation 
Kaown an Ursa Major. 

Most of our boys and girls, no doubt, 
are familiar with that wonderful group 
of seven stars in the northern sky 
known to the astronomers as Ursa Ma- 
jor—the Great Béar—but to ordinary 
people as the Great Dipper or simply 
pe,.the dipper. You have noticed, of 

ree, that {¢ appears to revolve 
around the North Star, and It {s hard, 
pertiaps, to convince yourselves that 
it docs not really more, for you see it 
in a different position at every bour of 
the night. 

If you have studied astronomy, how- 
ever, you know ‘that its apparent 
chango of place Is due to the turning of 
the earth on Its own axis, which makes 
it appear that the -Dipper-is moving. 
You will notice that the two outer stars 
in the bowl of the Dipper always point 
to the North Star and that the handle 
swings around Ina giant circle. ‘These 
two stars are called the Pointers, 

The Dipper ts seen In a different part 
of the sky at different seasons, as you 
fave also noticed perhaps, but do you 
know why? That Is caused by the 
‘earth's revolution around the sun. 
Sallors and travelers watch the Dipper 
so closely that they can tell the hour 
of the night by Its position. —Exchange, 











The Iridescence of Pearl, 

You hare all noticed the beautiful 
‘prismatic colors on the Inner surface 
of shells, even of the common oyster 
shells. This surface is composed of 
the substance called mother-of-pearl, 
and Its [ridescence and its gloss make 
i¢ beautiful, Do you know what makes 
Mt iridescent?) Tho substance is made 
up of an Infinite number of little parts, 
separated by minute lines, and this 
has the effect of breaking up ordinary 
light into {ts prismatic colors, It is a 
similar arrangement of the particles 
that makes the opal iridescent. The 
80 calledy lacy. nature of the opal | 
consists in the fact that It sometimes { 
bursts without apparent cause, but } 
the bursting is merely a natural result 
of its pecullar composition, Some- 
times a sudden change of temperature 
makes i¢ burst; soinctimes the break- 
age is duo to a cause that even a lapl- 
dary cannot determine.

mium system, could not afford more, 
and that it would be better for them 
to revise the contract, eo that the sal- 
ary would be larger in subsequent 
xXears when the company’s business 
and revenue were greater. Mr. Tilley 
next tried to obtain some idea as to tur 
monetary value. which Mr.- Pattiso® 
placed on his contract In 1898, when It 
was made, but witness sald he had not 
counted It. The change in-the contract 
with the manager and the appointment 
of a permanent chairman were made 
by the directors, and the contracts with 
them were approved. by the directors 
+ on Nov. 13, 1898. ¥ 

“| Recommended by Committee. 

These contracts were made on the 
Tecommendation of a cofthmittee com 
posed of Messrs. John Phillips, Fred. 


















Diver and John 8. King, who recon: 
tmended that the officials in question 
be appointed for Ife.

How $80,000 Was Fixed. 

Coming down to the manner In which 
the $80,000 pald him to surrender his 
contract, Mr. Pattison safd that he had 
computed the probable revenues of the 
company for the balance of the term 
of the contract, and found that he 
would recelve approximately $80,000. 
He also referred the matter to the acts 
uary of the Home Life, whose estimate 
of value was a little more than hls own. 
It was based upon a certain percentage 
of growth annually, which might cr 
might not have been realized. Mr. 
Pattison said that the probability of 
an extension of his ewn contract with 
the company was also a conalderation. 

Mr. Firatbrook Got $11,500, 

Mr. Firstbrook. who, Mr. Pattison 
eald, recelved $11,500 cash for the sur- 
rende> of his contract, In addition to 
the sale.of hia stock for $3,375 out of 
the $80,000, complained that he did not 
get full value for his contract. 

What Steck Was Worth, 

Taking up the question of the value 
of the capital stock of the Home Life 
at the time of the amalgamation of the 
two companies, Mr. Tilley suggested 
that 4goek of the Home Life Co. could 
be obtRined on the market at $20 per 
share or leas, but Mr. Pattison coul 
not agree with that suggestion because 
he did not know it was a fact, He ad- 
mittwd that in any large amount it 
could be obtained at some depreciation 
from the actual cost. In reply to fur- 
ther questions Mr. Patti#on admitted 
he had never pald more than par value 
of the stock. and the premium pald 
for it for any stock he held and some 
he had bought for less. The annual re- 
Peria to the Government, which were 
produced by . Tiley, Indicated a 
large Impairment of capital up to the 
date of the amalgamation, 

Mr. Stratton Obtained Control. 

Mr. Pattison sald he gave money to 
the directors for thelr stock, but It was 
not obligatory on them to sell the stock, 
and they were not neceasarily to pass 
off the directorate, Mr, Stratton, in ne- 
gs tlating with witness, did not make 
any stipulation except that he was to 
receive a certain amount of stock, and 
that there would be room made on the 
board for certain directors. of the 
People’s Life. The arrangement, waa 
that he was to sell his own stock and 
to dellver the stock of all the Toronto 
directors, which would enable him to 
constitute the board as he desired. Tho 
Question of relnsuring the business of 
the People’s Life was discussed at 
threes or four meetings, and witness 
{informed them of Mr. Stratton’s pro- 
poaltion, but did not mention that he 
Was to receive $80,000 for surrendering 
his contract. ox 

Directors Sold Their Stock. 

Mr. Tilley suggested that the dires- 
tors might have retired from the board, 
retaining thelr shares because they 
would have then been Just as well off 
as thelr fellow-shareholders, but’ Mr. 
Pattison sald he would not Ike to ap- 
tor who. had been on the 
board for 12 or 15 yeara, with the sug-

Witness told how he received $2,000 
for his fifty shares In the company, 
$1,200. for hia actual stock and “e asa 
bonus for hi§ services as director. 

A Bigger Slice. 

Mr. Tilley asked witness if he had 
known Pattison got $80,000 would he 
have been after a bigger slice.” and 
witness answered In the affirmative. 

Witness understood that the Mc- 
Cutcheon contract was just an assign- 
ment of Pattison’ agreement. Ad far 
as the stock Itself, It was not worth $25

Fred, Diver, another director of the 
old Home Life, had fifty shares, which 
he sold for $2,500 to Pattison. He knew 
nothing of the $80,000 deal.

Failure of the brakes on the fast-go- 
Ing express bound erst is held to be 
responsible for the collision which 
Caused the first colonist car of the third 
section of harvester traln No. 1 to be 
telescoped. All the dead and injured 
were In this car. 

‘The accident occurred about 7.15 yer- 
terday morning. The third section of 
train No. 1 going west, which left To- 
ronto yesterday afternoon, and the sec- 
ond section of No. 2, coming cast, had 
orders to cross at Aziida station. 

The harvester train was t» take the 
siding and had. slowed up within 75 
yards of the switch when the express 
plunged Into It. 

A Tremendous Crash. 

There was a tremendous crash, a ren- 
dering of metal and wood, the hissing 
of stream. and then the air filled with 
the cries, shrieks and groans of pas- 
sengers of both trains. 

There were fifteen coaches: on the 
harvester train with over 900 people an 
board. The eastbound train was also 
well-filled, but these passengers suffer- 
ed only from the sevsre shaking up. 

Luckily, fire did not break ouf among 
the wreckage, and the work of rescue 
was facilitated considerably. Those 
who were unhurt joined In the task of 

removing the injured and dead. Word 
Was sent to Sudbury and four doctors 
Were soen attending the wounded, who 
were later brought here and taken to 
the hospital and to local hotels, 

The dead were also brought here, and 
Preparations for an inquest are under 
way.

THE OFFICIAL ACCOUNT, 


Montreal, Sept. 13.—Last night Gen- 
eral Manage? McNicoll of the C. P. R. 
gave out the following report of the 
wreck at Sudbury: 

“As far as the meagre despatebes we 
have of the accident go to show, it was 
caused by the failure of the brakes on 
the express to act. The. harvesters’ 
train was standing on the main Une, 
walting, while the brakeman ran 
ahead to turn the switch. so that it 
might de aldetracked to allow the pas- 
sage of the east-bound express. Before 
he could get the switch in position the 
express afrived and plunged head-on 
Into the train, smashing the first colon- 
ist to fragments and killing or injuring 
over half the people In it. 

“The engineer of the cast-bound ex- 
Press was not Rilled, and he later 
claimed that the accident was caused 
through the failure of the brakes on 
his train, A hasty examination of the 
train proved the correctness of this as- 
sertion, A little back of the middle of 
the express an ‘angle cock’ on the air 
brake tuhes had becn turned, which 


shut off the latter half of the train, 
where the heary sleepers and diner 
Were, from the front end. The reault 
was that when the ctigineer applied the 
brakes from the front, half of the traln 
was affected, and the weight of the lat- 
ee forced it on Into the standing 
train. 

“Had the brakes not been applied at 
all there would have been a much 
Sreater accident, as the sharvesters 
train was crowded with passengers,” 

A Drastic Investigation.

/ NO TAXES TO RUN IT. 
Washington Correspondent Gives Some 
Luminous Figures Showing What 
Port Arthur Is Doing te Make Pub- 
lic Ownership a Succese—Mayor Ex- 
pecta to See Day When Citizens Will 
Get Profits In Individual Cheques. 
With what emotions would. a pro- 


perty holdér receive an official’ state- 
ment from the assessor's office that he

Port Arthur, Canada. And the same 
citizen would pygdably not survive the 
shock of later belng requested to call 
at the district building to receive a 
cheque as his share of the profits of 
the Municipal Government. This state 
of affairs is about to be realized in 
Port Arthur, 

Every stranger who drops into this 
hospitable lttle- city at the head of 
Lake Superior, on the Canadian side, 
ia forced to become familiar with the 
town’s method and ,manner of doing 
uslness before he can make any sort 
of headway at al! In any other direc- 
tion. He may not. be interested, but 
that matters not a whit. He must lis- 
ten!. Every citizen of the town Is load- 
oa tg the xuards with information about 
mugicipal ownership and carties around 
with him the last quarterly statement 
of the railway and ight commission, 
He knows to a cent just how much pro- 
fit there was in the operation of the 
Waterworks and can tell you to a mill 
the profits of the last quarter from the 
telephone system. Incidentally he will 
explain between grins and chortles that 
the rival town of Fort Willlam, alx miles 
away, is helping to pay the taxes duc 
on Port Arthur's real estate, because 
the street railroad which connects the 
two towns of approximately .the same 
population is owned by the munic!pality 
of Port Arthur. Therefore, when a Fort 
William resident pays five cents to the 
street car conductor he contributes .a 
mite to every individual taxpayer In the 
tival town, That fagt seems to tickle 
the Port Arthurians to death. If you 
are with a Port Arthur resident for 
half an hour and he doesn’t mention tho 
above conditions thirtcen times It is 
considered remarkable by the natives, 

Cheap ‘Phones, 

Although the street railroad doesn’t 
give the citizens any reduction In car 
tickets which other citles do not en- 
Joy. the telephone service is muh 
cheaper. The enthusiastic advocate fof 
municipal ownership in this town— 
and every citizen Is in this class—will 
not forget to explain that the Dell 
Co. used to charge $36 a year for a 
business telephone which Is now sup- 
plied for $24, and that a residence tele- 
phone now costs only $12 a year. He 
knows, too, that Port Arthur is the only 
town, on the American continent which 
owhs and operates all of Its utilities, 
and is very fond of explaining how a‘! 
this came about. 

The most conspicuous citizen of this 
town is a member of the ralway andl 
ight commission. The membership. of 
the, commission Is restricted to three, 
and one member is elected each year. 
It is by far a greater honor to be 2 
member of the commission than It Is 
to be a mayor or alderman. As mem- 
ber of the board the citizen who has 
been so honored by the municipality 
™Tust serve without pay. 

Nobody rides on passes In this town, 
and perhaps that Is one of the reasons 
why municipal ownership ia possible; 
but there are even better reasons than 
that, for the falls of the Current River 
are almost in the city itself, and all 
the power necessary for electrical 
operation of any kind, Including manu- 
facturing, is supplied by this kindly 
and convenient stream. The city has 
appropriated everything and the 
manufacturer must do business with it, 
but the terms are easy and no onc 
seems to have a kick, 

Serve Without Pay. 

The controlling officials, serving with- 
Out pay, saves all of the salaries which 
go to eat up the profits of publle utlll- 
tles elsewhere, and because of these 
and other reasons one would hardly be 
JustiNed in pointing to ¢his town of 
10,000 people as proof pd¥itive that 
municipal ownership fs fustifiable In all 
American cities. 

One-half of the taxes of Port Arthur 
are pald from the revenues derived 
from its waterworks, “lighting plant. 
street railway and telephone. The total 
investment by the municipality was

CHEMICAL CURIOSITIES. 


Some Interesting Experiments For 
Our Boys and Girls to Make. 

Wet a large piece of Viotting paper ! 
with red litmus water and throw on 
to it a small piece of potassium, The 
potassium will run about the paper, 
and wherever it touches it will leave 
a blue track behind It, which Is caused 
by the formation of potash. 

Cut a block of ice about six Inches 
square and bore a hole In it half an 
inchs wide and two Inchea deep, En- 
large the hottom of the hole to form a 
sort of cavity and drop into it a picce 
of potassium about the-size of a pea. 





/The potassium will instantly take fire 


and will burn beautifully In the Ice, 
making 2 very pretty sight, especially 
If the room {s otherwise dark. The 
room should also be warm when you 
make the experiment. 

Wo you believe that an icicle can 
fire a cannon? Try this with a toy 
ene: Load the cannon and on the gun- 
._powder on the touchhole put a piece of 
potassium no larger than a pinbead. 
Now touch the speck of potassium with 
a piece of ice, and it will flare up, set- 
ting fire to the gunpowder, ~ 

Drop a piece of potassium about the 
size of a pea Into a bow! of water. It 
will take fire and run around the sur- 
face of the water until It is burned up, 
looking Uke some flery serpent in the 
water by reason of Its rapid movement. 





Square Numbers.- 

Every boy knows that a square num- 
der is a number produced by the multi- 
plication of any number by Itself. Thus 
7 multiplied by Itself gives 49 as a 
result; 49 wently fa a square 
number, 7 being termed the square root 
from which it springs. In high num- 
bers the extraction of the square. root 
is an affair of time and trouble, and 
after all the necessary calculations 
have been made it may. perhaps be 
found that the number fs not a square 
number. This unnecessary trouble 
may be saved if the following Instruc-. 
tlons are remembered: Every square 
number ends with one of the figures 1, 
4, 5, 6 or 0, or with two ciphers pre- 
ceded by one or other of these figures. 
Again, every square number is equally 
divisible by 4, or when divided: by 4 
will have a remainder of 1, Thus, as 
shown above, the square of 7 1s‘ 49, 
which divided. by 4 gives usa quotient 
12 and 1 over; G4 again is a square 
number, and it is exactly divisible by 4.

‘Toronto, Sept. 13.—Dr. Omnhyatekha, 
& C, R of the L O. F,, and Hon, George 
E. Foster, formerly of the Union Trust 
Co. have been subpoenaed to appear 
before the Royal Commission on In- 
surance at the City Hall at 10,30 this 


morning. Yesterday afternoon Hon. 
George E. Foster and hia solicitor, 
‘Wallace Nesbitt, K, C.. argued that 
they should not be compelled to bring 
the books of different companies with 
which Mr. Foster Is connected. Judge 
MacTavish, however, ordered the books 
to be handed over. E. E. A, DuVernet, 
appearing for the syndicate that took 
over the business of the Union Trust 
Co. shortly after the Commission was 
appointed, also made objections, But 
tho ers of the Commission were 
clearl, efined by Judge MacTavish. 
The matter was put jn a nutshell by 
Mr. LeBeouf, the Quebec counsel, who 
thought that the Commission had pow- 
er to follow the money of members of 
tho I. 0. F., or of any company, no 
matter where it went, 


Judge MacTavish'’s Decision. 


is Honor Judge MacTavis 
dressed the counsel. 

“There are certain principles that 
guide the Commission,” he sald, “We 
are charged with the duty: of tracing 
if we can, the funds from the pockets 
of the policyholders, to thelr ultimate 
destination. We are required to ascer- 
tain whether ese funds or any part 
of them have" been wasted or lost by 
the way, and also Investigate the xecur- 
itles that represent the funds so con- 
tributed. As far as possible it will be 
for the Commission to see where the 
money $s when it becomes a Ilability 
of the company. It Is necessary that 
the information concerning these sub- 
Jects must be put at the service of the 
Commission. I would be exceedingly 
sorry 1f the impression rested in any 
person's mind, at this late date, that 
the duties of the Commission wero 
prosecuting rather than enquliing. So 
far we have avolded that, and we will 
avoid ft to the end. It will be necea- 
sary for us to see certain books of the 
trust company, but It may not be ne- 
cessary to go beyond that.”

Railroad, 
river and steamboat cofimunication 
has been stopped, The rebels outside 
of Cienfuegos continue to recelve re 
Inforcements. Things are more nor 
mal at Santa Clara city. Trains over 
the lines of the united companies ure 
running without interruption, except 
occasional held-ups. Both Santa Clara 
and Cienfuegos are prepared to resist 
invasion, but the number of rebels be 
fore these cities is vastly superior to 
the Government forces. 

Marching Towards. Havana. 

Reports that the force under Pinc 
Guerra is marching toward Havana. 
coupled with the very much increased 
concentration of rebels outside the city, 
ig causing uneasiness here. All the 
troops which can possibly be spared 
from duty In Havana Province are be 
ing brought into the city proper. 

Depredations along the lines of the 
Western’ and Cuban Central Railroad: 
continue, Trains on other Hines are not 
molested, other than to be fired upon 
by small bands of rebels. 

Insurgents Active. 

Cienfuegos, Sept. 14.—After destroy- 
Ing the bridge on the line of the Cuban 
Central, near Las Lajas Wednesday, 
the Insurgents captured a train, burn- 
ed a raliroaq station and destroyed the 
telegraph instruments. They then wert 
on to Cruces, where they took the cash 
in the municlpal treasury, R&dels are 
selzing American property at Maniea- 
ragua, Santa Ciara Province.

For the Benefit of the Order, 
Says Or. Oronhyatekha. 








Home Life Concluded—Counsel Insin- 
uates, But Witness Deniee—Ex- 
Manager Pattfhon Tells Mr. Tilley 
That He Did Not “Divide” With Mr. 
Stratton, and Never Said So — Dr. 
Oronhyatekhia’s Evidence, “ 


Toronto, Sept. 15.—At the beginning 
of the morning seasion of the Royal In- 
surance Commission yesterday, Dr. 
Oronhyatekha wished a statement made 
to the Insurance Department, giving 
the actuary’s table, which was the 
cause of the opposition of the Depart- 
ment at the time the dill providing for 
the Dominion charter put on record. Hé 
claimed the statement to be wholly In- 
acourate, ag proved by afler events. 
Mr. Shepley acquiesced, and the atate- 
ment was put on record and will be 
gone into later, 

Counsel continued the reading of the 
memorial, and discussing frame with 
the ohlef ranger. Witness took objec- 
tlon to many of the Ideas set, forth by 
the committee. He contended that the 
impression was made that the Fores- 
tera had net an assesament system, 
which was erroneous, 

Certaln correspondence In reference 
ty the. Issuing of certificates by the In+ 
surance Departinent, between Mr, Fita- 
gerald and Hon, George E. Foster, was 
tread. Witness explained that in some 
of the UnitedsStates the order was not 
recognized as a fraternal society, and 
the onder wanted a certificate from Mr. 
Fitzgerald to show that they were. 

Uilnels. he sald, had not allowed 
them to do business tnaide the state,

CANADA'S NEW TARIFF, 


To Provide From 10 to 75 Per Cent. 
Preference. 

Ottawa, Sept. 15.—The Government 
intends to have the tariff schedule 
readyg.to be presented to Parllament 
whegfihe Ifouse meets’ elther on Nov. 
8 or Nov. 15, and orders have deon 
given to the statistical branch ofthe 
Customs Department to have the trade 
and navigation returns ready for tho 
beginning of November. 

There will be practically a new tar- 
iff, ax provision is made for a maxi- 
mum, a minimum and a protcrential 
Nst. This will give a three-column Ist, 
instead of one as at present. 

But while the changes will be num- 
erous, the effect will not be to elther 
increase or materially reduce the ex- 
isting tariff,

THE CAMPHOR LAUREL, 


Gew the Dreg Is Extracted From 
the Weod of the Tree. 

The camphor laurel, from which the 

gteater part of the campbor of com- 

merce Is produced, Is a native of 


China, It Is a hardy, long lived tree 
and sometimes grows to n great size. 
It has evergreen lenves, yellowish 
white flowers In panicles and Is a 
very ornamental tree, tbe ‘trunk run- 
ning up to a helght of twenty or 
thirty feet before branching. The 
fruit Is very much like a black cur- 
rant, 


wood is first cut Into small chips, and 
the chips are put into water in a still 
and steamed. Tie head of the still is 
flied with straw, and as the steam 
carties off the camphor In vapor it 
Js deposited In little grains around the 
straw. 
The crude camphor is then heated 
in a yessel, from which the steam is 
allowed tg escape through a small 
aperture. The camphor sublimea In a 
semltransparent cake, In the wman- 
afacture of camphor the tree is nec- 
esvarily destroyed, but by a rigid law 
of the Iahds in which the tree grows 
another fs planted In the place of every 
one that Is cut down. The wood Is 
highly valued for carpenter's work. 
Camphor was unknown to the 
Greeks and Romans and was first 
brought to Europe by the Arabs.

‘Ho had a depot of tinned meats 
ached by one of his agents up a man- 
grove creek, and under cover of night 
he sailed up and got these on board, 
‘and built them in tightly under the 
thwarts of his boat so that they would 
not shift in the seaway, And finally, 
again cloaked by friendly darkness, he.

i: Yes, T.bave seen a neglected vine- 
yard. No man can fully understand 
prhat my text means unless he has 
yeamed through one and has scen the 
#abdits scurry through the weeds two 
feet high and has lifted up the long 
Hinpruned vines heavy Jaden with un- 
paressped grapes, Imnaature through 
ack’ oficare, and has seen how the 
®uckera haye shot out from under the 
Srowns as viper: sapping away the 
Ptrength ‘of the vines, and yet. asia 
rule, bearing no fruit. Yes, I have 
Been through such a vineyard. I have 
dered through one, accompanied 
an old vine grower, I have seen 
film pathetically lift up vine after vine. 
@5 a physician might look at the gan- 
grened limb of a I!ttle child. which de- 
composition has been caused by the 
Fieve bean ef an fgnorant doctor, and 
eT

have heard him say; “Shame! Shame! 
8 & perfect shame to Iet this vine- 
yard go to waste. Why, even after this 
neglect, there are at least sixty pounds 
of good grapes upon that one vine 
alone. Shame, shame. to destroy such 
@ vineyard as this growing upon such 
Tich soil.” 

Perhaps you wou!d like to know how 
‘we came to see this fine vineyard going 
to waste. I had turned my steps home- 

“ward. My summer vacation in south- 
ern California was“Abdout ended. The 
duties of a busy pastorate were calling 
me dack to the city. With a compan- 
fon, I was taking a short cut through 
one of the very rarely traveled can- 
yons, when suddenly, as night overtook 
us, We came upon a deserted farm, or 
fanch. It was in one of the garden 


years its owner had Ilved there, battling 
against consumption, A few months 
before we arrived the end had come. 
and his pain-racked body was placed 
in the dust from whence {t came. For 
@ome years before he died all his 
energies were evidently exhausted in 
& physical struggle for mere existence. 
‘There were the broad fields stretching 
away, practically uncultivated. There 
were the beautiful trees near to his 
vanch home just as nature had grown 
them. There were the deserted rooms 
of his dwelling, with one of the walls 
fallen in upon his empty bed. The 
Books and weekly periodicals were still 
lying around. There were eve some 
of his canceled cheques Iying upon the 
Moor. There was a farm, or ranch, of 
$00 acres, 300 of which were tillable, 
with thelr orchards and fields and vine- 
yards, but with no hand to care for 
them. The doves, the qualls, the rab- 
bits, the bees, were everywhere holding 
igh carnival. As we lay for a few 
nights under those trees we could hear 
the wildcat’s snarling calls and the 
fox’s barks and_the coyote’s yells as 
they were starting out to hunt their 
prey. It was a beautiful, but a sed, 
gad, sad place. For this place, like 
Victor Hugo's Notre Dame, had a 
spirit. We could 3 moving every- 
where the frail, sick form of the late 
owner, who, on account of his physical 
ailments, had been compelled to neglect 
those flelds ahd orchards‘and vineyards. 
There might have been some excuse 
for the sick, man who owned this 
megiected yineyard of which I have 
gpoken tp have neglected his vine- 
yard, dit there is no excuse for us 
to neglect our spiritual vineyards, as 
the author of Canticles declares tho 
ehburch o: has been-doing. Now, 
as we all, each fall, delight to eat the 
rich, luscious grapes which are placed 
upon our dining room tables I thought 
this morning I would draw my, ser- 
monic illustrations from the .vinezard 
industries of the world. My comparl- 
gon will not be found In the grape- 
+ vines which some of us raise in our 
country homes, where we build a little 
@rbor> In our back yards and there al- 
«few a few vines to grow over it, 
‘ancer which we fite to escape the In- 
tense heat of the midnoon sun. But I 
will draw my illustrations from the 
great grape Industries of Italy or 
Spain or southern California, as well 
as that of the Holy Land, where grape 
growing {s a business upon an en- 
Jarged scale, and where the vines, lald 
out ‘in long rows 8 by 8 or 8 by 10, 
etretch themselves over hundreds anid 
sometimes thousands upon thousands 
pf acres, as the cornfields spread them-. 


* selves over the prairies of Kansas or 


the wheatficlds grow in the Dakotax. 
‘The words which introduce my text 
ere: “My mothera children are angry 
with me. They made me keeper of the 
vineyards, but mine own vineyard have 
I not, kept.” That is the word picture 
of a son who has been Icft the executor 
of his father’s estate. The last sick- 
ness has come. The funeral 1s over. 
The will bas been read. The will gocs 
something. thusw “This ls my last 
will and ‘testament.’ If I should bo 
called suddenly away, I leave all m 
vineyards to my children, share ‘and 
ahare alike. But that these properties 
may 60 made to pay their maximums, 
I léave my oldest son ag the executor 
of the whole estate. He is to prune tho 
vineyards and cultivate them and 
market the frult and divide the pro- 
ceeds with the other children, unti! 
they become of\age and can care for 
tholr own.”..The eldest son {sg con- 
scientious. He takes care of the vine- 
yards of his brothers and sisters, cultl- 
vating and pruning them, and brings 
them to a high state of development. 
Each of: the vineyards goes out of his 
hands as one brother or sister after 
“another comes of age. The eldest son 
Aben discovers that while he was car- 







ing for those other vineyarnis his own 
‘vineyard \has fallen into ‘riln. © The 
writer “is ‘describing the folly of a 
one-alded policy, the neglect of one 
duty to perform another; as the 
teacher, so attentive to the progress 
of his own pupils that he neglects his 
own development and falls behind his 
time, or the preacher, intent on the wel- 
fare of his flock, while his own sons, 
who had the first claim on him, are 
neglected and go to ruin. 4 

“How long do the grapevines live?” 
T asked an old grape grower. “Do they 
have a comparatively short life, like 
that of the peach tree, which, as a 
horse, dies from old age anywhere 
dotween fifteen and twenty years? Do 
they live on and on, as the walnut tree, 
bearing even after it has reached the 
century mark?” “Well,” answered this 
vineyard grower, “that depends. If a 
vineyard is taken care of the vines seem 
to have no age limit. “There are in 
Southern California grape’ bearing 
Yines which were, planted by the In- 
dians .under the old Spanish regime.” 
“But what if a man neglects his vine- 
yard or waters it too much?™ “If a 
man tries to force a vine's grapes and 
does not allow it to sink its roots deep 
enough into the soil, that vineyard 
will dle,’ In other words, if a man 
cares for his vineyards aright they 
have practically no age limit. With 
my eyes I have seen luscious grapes 
growing on vines over ninety years 
old.” «This was the testimony of the 
grape grower. Did not your Christian, 
godly parents ‘care for their gospel 
vineyards aright? Did they not let the 
reots sink deep enough Into the ground 
to bury thelr fibers in the fich soll 
which Hés deep under the Calvary 
cross? 

When the springtime comes, the rich, 
green. tender shoots begin to grow, 
upon which the rabbits love to feast. 
To prevent this Injury, the wise owner 
of the vineyards bullds his wire fences 
clear around the vineyard to keep the 
four-legged pests out. When the army 
worms marshal their hosts by tho 
thousands and the millions and the bil- 
Mons and move forward to annihilate 
those vineyards, the owners of the 
vineyards dig their deep, wide trenches 
about thelr precious frulis so that these 
Worm destroyers cannot get In, as the 
cavalier of mediaeval tlmes had his 
moats filled with water about his walled 
castle to keep the enemies out. With 
the rich grapes come, the vineyard 
owner has his armed men, as sentinels, 
continually moving in and out among 
the vines to drive away the qnall that 
would eat up the young grapes. Thus 
eid your Christian father and mother 
continually bulld their spiritual wire 
fences and die thelr ditches and fight 
away the uttfe foxes of evil and the 
quall of temptations which would come 
to destroy their spiritual vineyards. Did 
they not dally lift between themselves 
and the world the precious promises 
of God? Aye, they literally soaked ‘their 
lives In the commandments of God, 59 
that they could not be tempted by any 
temptations greater than they could 


Do not tell me that when your Chris- 
tian father died he left you no inherit- 
ance, You say, “When he died the 
farm went to my elder brother.” But 
your father’s greatest asset was not In 
his farm. You say, “He had a little 
money—a few thousand dollars—but he 
left all that to my mother and Invalid 
sister.” But you fathers estate had 
more than money. You Inhérited his 
spiritual vineyard. You have inheritel 
his example of a Christian life. well 
lived. You have Inherited the example 
of the joy and peace which come to 
& noble Christian man who, Im every 
word he speaks and in every deed he 
does, speaks and lives for God. Am I 
wrong in declaring that the vineyards 
which have come to you are inherited 
vineyards? Your inherited spiritual 
vineyards are as old as the prayers 
your father made on the day he first 
knelt at the communion of the Lord's 
supper. They are as old as the pray- 
ers he made on the day he dedicated 
you to God when you were baptized at 
the church altars. They are as old as 
the prayers he made for you at the 
family altar on the day you left the 
old homestead. They are as old as the 
blessing and benediction he gave when 
he put his trembling hand upon your 
head on the day he died, when he said, 
“My boy, I gave you to God when you 
were born; I give you to God now that 
I must leave you to stand before the 
judgment seat of Christ." Oh, my 
friends, what a spiritual blessing has 
been yours! Your gospel vines wero 
net planted last week or last year. 
You have an inherited gospel vineyard. 
You have inherited those vineyards di- 
rectly from your father’s and mother’s 
Christian lives and consecrattd home. 
You cannot-if you would, and you 
would not ff you could, get away from 
this vital, spiritual, Hfe-giving doc- 
trine, 

We do not inherit our gospel vines 
alone, We also inherit a vast acreage 
of rich, uncultivated soll, upon which 
we should plant new vineyards and 
enlarge our grape producing regions. 
In other words, no child has a right 
to be content with the work which his 
forefathers accomplished, Each new 
generation has greater opportunities 
for doing good than had the genera- 
tions which preceded It, Therefore, it 
is your duty and mine to be continu- 
ally going ahead and doing larger and 
grander and nobler work than did our 
fathera and mothers. We should profit 
by thelr mistakes as well 2s successes. 
To speak figuratively, by standing upon 
thelr broad shoulders we should lift 
our heads higher than they did. There- 
fore we should have a larger horizon 
for our gospel vision. 3 

It Is of infinite importance not to 
neglect the old gospel vines which have 
been carefully cultivated by our) Chris- 
tlan ancestors, But is that any reason 
to neglect.new fields of gospel labor? 
John Knox-led his gospel mission to 
the court of Mary, Queen of Scots, and 
0 did a great and good work, but that 
er>mighty Scotchman, Alexander 
Duff, was not content with serving 
his own country, but proceeded to om- 
tivate new, gospel vincyards and went 
as a foreign missionary to India. The 
Bedford’ allegorist, John Bunyan, was 
willing ‘to languish in jail because they 
would not let him preach as a noncon- 
formist minister, but that other great 
nonconformist English preacher, Wil- 
Mam Booth, resolves to break ‘away 
from his Methodist brethren in order 
to lead the Salvation Army in its gos- 
pel mission among the slums and to 
the outcasts of the world. Abraham 
Lincoln signed the emancipation pro- 
clamation “for the American slave. 
Booker T, Washington resolves to take 
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another step forwant and lead. his 
negro ‘compatriots © into” the higher 
realms of domestic” purity and me- 
chanical and agriculturi! usefulness 
and Christian citizenship, Our Chris- 
tlan mothera belleved as Paul com- 
manded the ancient disciples in - his 
Corinthian epistle, “ Let your women 
keep allence in church, for it is not per- 
mitted unto them to speak,” but their 
daughters will not be debarted from 
service, so they find work for a 
Frances E. Willard and a Frances 
Havergal and a Susan B. Anthony and 
a Maud Booth and for thousands upon 
thousands of noble women and young 
girls, who are pleading.for Christ ‘In 
our midnight: prayer meetings, and ho 
are working in our rescue | misalons, 
and who’are the leaders of-our social 
settlements, our Christian Endeavor 
societies and our Epworth Leagues. 
Ob, ,my- dear friends, our Christlan 
fathers and mothers did a mighty work 
for Christ in the times in which they 
lItved. But what greater gospel work 
are you doing? What further misslon- 
ary fields are you reaching? Is the s0- 
cial outcast problem nearer’ being 
solved than when your Christian ances- 
tors dled?

Too often wo have not only neglected 
to care the vines which we have 
inherited m our Christian ancestors 
and planted only here and therea stray 
vine in the broad, empty ‘ficids of 
gospel opportunities, but our sins of 
omission do not end here. After wo 
have neglected our gospel vineyards 
wo have been too indifferent and lazy 
to gather the clusters of grapes which 
have grown upen our vines in spite 
of our neglect. We seem to says to 
our heavenly Father: “God, I care so 
Uttle for thee and thy glory that I 
would not even lift a finger to do good 
to those who are by my side. Nay, 
will not speak even a word to bring 
my children to thee or my husband to 
thee or’my father to thee or my 
friends to thee. I will let my neglected 
vines grow their grapes and then drop 
them to the grohnd. There I will tet 
them Mo and rot and rot before I will 
carry even one bunch of them to the 
gkospel wine press.” How easy !t Ix to 
find this sinful indifference to Christ 
symbolized In some pf the neglected 
vineyards of southern California! 

Is not this fact true in your life? You 
Know your ttle boy wantx to become 
a Christian. Els vecy face shows that 
he has your gédly mother’s consecrated 
dlood In his veins. You see her looks 
there more every. day. About three 
weeks ago he came home frum Sunday 
school-and told you about his lessons. 
If I remember right. it was about the 
parable ‘of the householder who had 
tich grape producing soll. He planted 
a vineyard therein and let it out to the 
husbandmen, Then he went off into a 
far country. But when the time of 
Krapes had come these husbandmen 
Stole the vineyard from its owner and 
killed his messengers who came ta 
collect the rent. Then at last ther 
killed his only begotten Son, who was 
Jesus Christ. | 

You will recollect how sweetly the 
Doy tokf you the story. Then with 
his deep blue eyes he looked up into 
Your face as he sald. “Papa, will you 
let me join the church and give my 
heart to Jesus? What did you tell 
him? You quickly answered: “Char- 
ley, you are not old enough. Walt a 
few years and then you can.” Then he 
looked up at you again. This time his 
face looked more to you Mke your 
sainted mother’s than ever before, and 
he sald: “But, papa, your are old 
enough. Why do you nbt joln the 
church and pray as Harry*s father 
prays?” Then he said to you: “Papa. 
do you suppose when I get to be a 
great big man Ike you are I won't 
want to go to church any more than 
you do? Then will I want to leave 
Sunday school and atay home from 
church every Sunday morning and read 
tho newspapers as you do and let 
mamma go to church alone?” Was it 
the child alone pleading with you for 
Christ. Was {t your salnted mother? 
Tell me, man, are you going to let 
those rich clusters of grapes ripen in 
your gospel vineyard and not be pluck- 
ed? Wil you continue to let them ripen 
and fall and rot upon the ground as 
you have done so often in the past

Ono other word of cautions Some 
men are busy fn the Sunday school. and 
we thank God for such helpers. Some 
are regularly at church and at the 
prayer meeting, and most devoutly does 
the pastor rejolce over such members, 
But do not neglect your own vineyards. 
When your children grow up let them 
not have to say, “My father waa never 
at home; he did not do’anything for 
my religious training.” 

But, after all, the saddest fact about 
this bewallment of my text is this: 
Tho surest of crops which comes to 
the grower.is the grape crop. When a 
man neglects his vineydrds ho neglects 
the gathering of grapes which are al- 
mostgcertain to his reward cach 
Y if he only-Cares for the vines as 
they ought to be tended. 

Thus, my friends, the surest of all re- 
turns, both for this Hfe and for that 
which Ls to come, are the rich clusters 
of Eschol grapes which we can gather 
from Christ's vineyards. Oh, how 
sweet and luscious will they taste 
when the hot famines of Hfe come on! 
Oh, how sweet they will be to our 
parched lips when, with biistered feet; 
we must travel the hot sands of trou- 
die! Oh, how beautifully and tenderly 
those vines will grow when we spread 
them over the new-made ‘grave of a 
deur one! And, oh, what af {mmortal! 
tonic they will be when we quaff their 
nectar, as with feverish hand we press 
those gospel. grapes to our Nps upon 
our deathbed! Friend, would you not, 
with Christ'sthelp, like to plant again 
and care for your gospel vineyards 
which will bring to you such joy, such 
Peace, such comfort and such eterval 
results? Ah, yes, the gospel vineyards 
always bring forth a sure crap. This 
crop ‘s to be yours forever if you ask 
Christ to help you replant and develop 
your neglected gospel vineyards.

The Pacific coast, the last home of the

transactions of the shipping office here. 
The newspapers have told of late such 
terrible stories of men dclng enticed 
to drink, then, as often as not, doped 
and placed aboard windjammers, that 
the Marine and Fisheries Department 
at Ottawa has taken official eognizance 
of the complaints. The shanghaling of 
an old man of 68 named Keating and 
the mysterious disappearance of’a fif- 
teen-year-old boy called Chisholm who 
Tan away té sea, have been instrument- 
alin deciding the Government to ap- 
point the commission. rua 

It Is impossible to say Just how many 
men have been made drunk in water- 
front hotels and shipped on board sail- 
ing veesels in an unconscious condition, 
but that @ numbor of» unfortunates 
have been treated this way in the last 
fow yoars'{s absolutely certain, Of 
course, it Is unlawful for the shipping 
office to allow men to be aligned on when 
they are ina state of intoxication, and 
it will be the duty of the commissioner 
to find out {f the local officials were 
Aware that men whom they allowed to 
be placed on ships were in an irrespon- 
sible condition ; 

Two men shipped as sailors, one at 
Vancouver and the other in New West- 
minster, have been released recently 
after Police Court Inquiries, both of 
whom clatmed that they had been made 
intoxicated by “runne?s” and then ehip- 
ped as able-bodied seamen. The Dom- 
inion Goyernment Ia determined that 
this sort of thing shall be done away 
with. The shipping master says he 
courts the fullest investigation. 

Behind the running away to sea of 
James Chisholm, aged fifteen years, bis 
capture and his escape, is a charge that 
a2 doardifg-house-keoper of Puget 
Soand who has recelved unenviable no- 
torlety of late, shipped the boy and 
was Instrumental in his eluding tho 
police. The American, of course, want- 
ed the blood-money of $35 which Is paid 
for every man or boy shipped on a vea- 
sel by him. rs 
The boy mysteriously . disappeared 
from here several days ago, and it was 
discovered that he had been shipped 
through the American on the sailing 
vessel, The Pass of Leny. The lad was 
n to Esquimalt by this man’s agents 
and put aboard the ship in the Royal 
Roads. The police sent word to the 
captain to return him to his parents. 
The boarnling-house master’s launch 
was tnaking a run from the ship and 
©hisholm was brought in, but the Puget 
Sound man alleges he slipped ashore 
and disappeared. The lad has not yet 
been recaptured, and the police look up- 
on the story ag being decidedly fishy. 
It in possible a charge of abduction 
may be brought. The shipping act 
makes ¢ clear that anyone who gets a 
boy tu ship without the consent of his 
parents lx gulity of this offence. 












British Postmaster-General's Problem. 


In the annual report for the year end- 
ing March 31, the British Postmaster- 
ieneral says the question of reduction 
of postage charged for magazines, per- 
fudicais and newspapers sent from the 
United Kingdom to Canada ts engaging 
his attenUon. “Although there are ob- 
vfoux objections to making In the case 
of Canada arrangements more favor- 
able than can be granted to periodicals, 
ete, passing within the United King- 
dom {tself, or not to other colonies, I 
recognize that In consequence. of the 
geographical situation of the Dominion 
the circumstances are exceptional, and 
T am endeavoring to concert some plan 
which will moct the end In view with. 
out unduly burdening the exchequer.” 

Following {s an estimate of the 
welght of letters and postcards other 
than articles exchange! by the United 
Kingdom with Canada and Newfound. 
land despatched from the United King- 
dom: Letters and postcards welghed 
248,000 pounds; circulars, book packets, 
newspapers, 1,891,000 pounds. Destined 
for the United Kingdom, 18,700 pounds 
letters, 616,000 pounds books and pa- 
Pers; number of parcels despatched to 
Canada was 172609; received, 76.492. 
The amount of money order transac- 
tlons between the United Kingdom and 
British America were: Issued in the 
United Kingdom, £196,685; issued in 
British Amesica, £545,534.

To the Editor of The Express: 

Sir—I arrived safely on Sunday 
last, after a rather rough voyage. We 
Were two days overdue when we ar-* 
rived at Quebec. The item that caused 
the greatest excitement on board wa’ 
the arrival’ of -the four-penny nen, 
There was a discussion In the saloon 
as to what would be the cheapest way- 
to victual a ship, and after hearing var-* 
fous opinions I gave them a little menu 
and Its cost, 

They, of course, ridiculed my state- 
ment, saying that it was) Imposslbie 
to obtain the articles at the price, but I 
mentioned that I had lived on the dict 
for three months, 

They bombarded me with questions 
as to how I felt, and 30 on; and for 
the remainder of the voyage I was, 
continually sought for by lady passen- 
kera to give them recipes. At the con- 
cert we had they billed me on the pro- 
gram as the “Food Reformer.”

Bank Open Some Evenings. 
For the convenience of the Jowish 
workingmen who are employed during 
the day, the bank Is open Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday evenings, and 
i is a curious and interesting aight to 
watch these former subjects of the Rus- 
slan Czar hand in thelr books and mon- 
ey to the teiler, who, though unable to 
speak Yiddish, understands the Inter- 
national Jewish language. Russian, Pol- 
ish and German are languages with 
whioh the‘officlals of this‘Institution are 
also familiar, and they have no dim- 
culty in spelling the jaw-breaking 
hames that are borne by the majority 
of thelr patrons. One of the most im- 
Portant features of the bank, and which 
appeals very strongly to the forcign 
population. of the city Is the ease and 
cheapness of sending moncy to friends 
and relatives in Russia through its 
agency. 

Money Sent to Russia. 

| _ Manager Gurofsky sald that since the 
opening of the bank, which took place 
on Dec. 11 of last year, the sum of $30,- 
000 was sent to citles and towns fn 
Russia. Most of this money was to en- 
able the survivors of the Russian mas- 
Sacres to come to Canada. Another re- 
sult of the opening of the bank, which 
all the Hebrews polnt to with pride, is 
that. it has stimulated the buying and 
selling of real estate In the Jewish 
auagter. many of the bank's best cus- 
t& m rs deing large holde:s of real ‘es- 
tate, 

What surprises the Hebrew visitor 
from other Canadian cities is that in 
spite of the metropolitan city in Can- 
ada having a Jewish population of three 
times as great and influential as that 
of Toronto, It cannot yet boast of hay- 
ing a similar institution. 

Depositors Are Increasing, 

The nutnber of the bank’s depositors 
notwithstanding its brief existence, 
Tuns into four figures, and already the 
chief officials are talking of increasing 
the already large staff and enlarging 
the bdullding. That it is filling a want 
which no other bank can fill has béen 
admitted by its competitors, many of 
whem are mourning the loss of some 
of their best accounta. . 

Next to the bank there is a sub-post- 
office, the postmaster of which is als 
another well-known Hebrew, In the 
person of Mr. Louis Gurofsky, who has 
the honor of being the only Jewish post- 
master in Canada.

The Manger to health of mourning 
garb ty Pointed out by Dr. Stenson 
Hooker, says The Montreal Standard. 
Sunshine and fresh afr are essential to 
health, and any clothes-which prevent 
a due supply of fresh alr from reaching 
our bodies, and absorb the sun's rays, 
thus preventing these from reaching our 
bodies also, exert a pernicious effect 
upon the general health, 

Black .intercepts the gun's rays. In 
other words, it “retains the heat"; so 
that by covering ourselves in black wo 
not only absolutcly keep out the sun- 
Nght—that is all there may chance <o 
be in this uncertain clilmate—but also 
give ourselves unnecessary discomfort 
by the retention’of the heag@ — which 
heat, when excessive, is particularly 
exhausting. 

Then wo have also the depressing ef- 
fect upon the system generally caused 
by seeing ourselves or others all in 
black. The system is very responsive 
to such influences, and Is Very consid- 
erably lower in tone, thus making us 
an easy prey to cold-catching. with Its 
sometimes fatal results. Depressing 
clothing also causes depressing 
thoughts all around us, fér “thoughts 
are things,” and fly from one to another 
just as casily as the messages fly from 
point to point in the case of wireless 
telegraph, and nothing lowers the 
pvancara of health so much as depres- 
sion.

Seven Persons, inmates of the Hotel 
Destroyed by Fire Friday Night, Are 
Unaccounted For, and It is Feared 
That All of Them Felt Victims—No 
Human Remains Yet Found—tnjur- 
ed Are Doing Woll, 


Ottawa, Sept. 17.—Seven persons who 
were supposed to be In the Gilmour 
Hotel, destroyed Sy fire on Friday night, 
are unaccounted for, and it is feared 
that all of them fell victims. They are: 

William Wllson, Montreal. 

Miss Loveday, Toronto, 

—— Shillington, address unknown. 

—— Quinn, address unknown, 

Mra, A, Beckett, Ottawa, 

Miss E. O'Neill, Ottawa 

Miss Renaud, address unknown, 

Miss Loveday, factory inspector of 
Toronto, arrived at the hotel‘on Fri- 
day night about 8 o'clock and regis- 
‘tered. It appeared that she Mhd come 
direct from Toronto, She was given 
2 room and proceeded to it. Shortly 
afterwards she came down stairs and 
asked one of the’ clerks the way to 
McLaren street. From McLaren street 
she went to Hintonburg, a suburb of 
Ottawa, It is supposed that she re- 
turned to the hotel shortly before 11 
o'clock and retired. The fire broke 
out at 11.15 o'clock, 

It is known definitely that Miss 
O'Neil, the head waitress of the hotel. 
1s los*. Prayers for the repose of her 
soul were offered in St. Patrick's 
Church yesterday morning. 

Mra. A. Beckett was a well-known 
milliner on Sparks street, Ottawa. She 
had deen in business for a number of 
years and roomed at the Gilmour Hotel, 
Her bedroom was quite near that of the 
late Miss O'Neill. She was not at her 

place of business on Satunlay and It Is 

believed that she ix dead. 

Three of the guests of the hotel who 
are unaccounted for are Messrs, Shil- 
lington and Quinn. and Miss Renaud.

Fire Chief Provost sald fast night 
that so far no human remains had been 
found. He does not anticipate, however, 
that any will be discovered, from the 
fact that the fire worked Its way down- 
wards from the top. As each storey 
fell the contents of the bedrooms would 
be more and more consumed. Some 
rings have been found. A careful search 
cannot be undertaken until the walls are 
taken down, which work will be begun 
to-morrow. 

The injured survivors are all 
ported doling well.

“MR. CARSGALLEN DEAD. 
Representative ‘of East Hamilton In 


' Ontario Legislature Passes Away 
Peacefully on Sunday. 


Hamilton, Sept. 17.—Henry Carscal- 
len, K. C, the gifted representative of 
East HamDton, ind chairman of the 
Private bills committee in the Ontario 
Teeisiature, died about 6.30 last even- 
ing. © . 

His ond was very peaceful. He had 
Deen’ unconscious since Thursday, and 
just slept away, Bright's Disease was 
the. cause of his death. 

The funeral will be held from his 
late residence, 99 Duke street, Wednes- 
day afternoon at 3,30. 3 

Sketch of His Life, 

Mr, Carscallen was a native of Bar- 
ton Township, where he was born; Aug. 
14, 1845, his parents, of Us E. Loyalist 
descent, having come from Napanee 
to Wentworth~County. Educated In 
Barton Township and Hamilton, he as 
a youth decided that he would take to 
the professibn of law. At 23 he had 
Passed his examination for solicitor, 
but was not caWed to the bar until 3875, 
when he became a member of the firm 
of Martin & Ferguson. On the retire- 
ment.. shortly after, of Mr. Ferguson, 
he became a partner, associated, among 
othera, with thé present Judge Monck. 
The firm dissolved In 1882, and in 1882 
Mr, Cdracallen entered into association 
with E. D. CahilL In 1890 he was made 
Q. C.. and during his career, he was 
connected with many of the leading 
trials in clty and county. 

In public fe Mr. Carscallen was 
also prominent. His terms In the city 
council were from: 1879-80, 1884-5, 1890- 
1-3, 1897-8. . 

Tn 1898 he was elected as Conserva- 
tlve member of East Hamilton In the 
Legislature, when his majority over J. 
T. Middelton was 880, In 1892 he was 
re-elected over Dr. Griffin by 150, and in 
the last election 1n 1896, again defeated 
Dr. Griffin by 550. 

In the Legislature he waa regarded 
as one of the ablest debaters, and wast 
chairman of the private bill commi:- 
tee. 

Mr. CarscaMen js survived by a 
widow! and six sons. He was twice 
married—in 1886 to Emily Gurney. a 
daughter of the late Charles Gumey, 
ef which marriage three sons survive, 
Oswald, Henry and George; and his 
second wife, a daughter of John Rod- 
ers, with three sons, Hubert. Stanley 
and Arthur, are also left to mourn his 
demise, 

Prerhier Say Public Loss,

Was greatly shocked when apprised of 
the death of Mr. Carscallen, to whom 
he reférred In high terms. 

“IT have noticed for a number of years, 
since he was in the Legislature, that 
Mr. Carscallen was a very capable 
member of the Houxe, a man of great 
ability In his profession, who took an 
active part in the business of the Houxe. 
Since the present Government came 
into power Mr. Carscallen was chalr- 
man of the private bills committer 
and as such rendered great public ser- 
vice, . * 
“I'am sure that all members of the 
Legislature, without respect of party 
afiilation, will regret very much to 
hear of his death, which, I think, {s a 
public loss, and that the members of 
the Legislature will so consider it. The 
sympathy of all will go to hia widow 
and family.”

sure permanent tranquility. 

Palma’a Latest Decree. 
Yesterday afternoon, when an ex- 
traordinary Gazetto was issued con- 
talaing a decree signed by President 






























Secretary of Pubtic Works . Montalro. 
The decree follows: 

“All campaign operations are sus- 
pended, and in consequence the Gov: 
ernment forces will only act on the 
defensive throughont the republic. The 
Secretary of the Interior will Issue atl 
the necessary orders for the execution 
of this decree.” es 

The decree caused great surprise, 
as It was believed to signify a change 
of heart by the Government officials 
who for the past two days have been 
strongly agalnst taking up peace over- 
tures with the emissaries of the: re 
volutionists.

Gen, Menocal, accompanied 
by Congressman Gobin und Garcia 
Vieta, the youngest son of Calixto Gar- 
cla, drove In the direction where Al 
fredo Zayas was encamped, with Sas- 
tiilo's forces, not far from Santiago de 
tas Vegas, and others wert to Guang- 
jay, which place yesterday afternoon 
was occupled by n big band of revolu- 
tlonists under Congressmah Campos 
Marquettl The latter had Mpyor Gallo 
and the 200 volunteers defending tht 
town cooped up in a carcel and s:r- 
rounded by a swarm of insurgents 
when the peace emissarics arrived. 
Meanwhile Campos Marquettl was 
threatening to blow up the carce! with

Rebels Defeated.

Gen. Rodriguez, with 490 rural guarits, 
attacked the rebels under Gen, Del Caa- 
tito and Cols. Asbert and Acosta, 1,000 
strong, Af Wajay, 12 miles south of 
Havana, After a stubborn fight the 
rebels were dispersed. Eight .of their 
number were killed and 23 wounded. Of 
the rural guards one wag killed and 13 
Were wounded. Gen. Rodriguez return- 
ed to Havana Saturday morning. There 
in considerable &peculation as to why 
the cnemy was not pursued. 

The revolutionists attacked the Town 
of San Domingy, Ix Santa Clara Pro- 
vince, at § o'cloc!.

but were repulsed by the garrison of 
militiamen and rural guards, One 
guard, two miltlamen and three of the 
Tevolutionists were killed.

F. for Ontario, wilt deliver 
addresses of welcome, 

Three hundred and fifty delegates to 
the Sovercign Grand Lodge of Odd- 
fellows, with friends, crossed from To- 
ronto’to St. Catharines by boat on Sat- 
urday, but so rough was the lake that 
the return trip was made by special 
train.

Engineer Put’ Them on Befors 
Conductor Called Him. 


Inquest on Azilda Train Disaster Re- 
sumed at Sudbury—Train Moving 40 
Miles an Hour Could Have Been 
Stopped Twice In the Distance Be- 
tween Station and Place of Accident, 
Swears Engineer Thurlow. 


Sudbury, Sept. 18.—The inquest on 
the Azilda train disaster was resumed 
yesterday morning - with Engineer 
Thurlow in the box 

He said he applied the brakes before 
the signal had been given by the con- 
ductor. He knew the service affected 
only a few cars. At the same time ho 
got the conductor's signal the conduc- 
tor applying the emergency brake In 
his own car. - 

Thurlow supposed the conductor 
feared the train might not be brought 
up In time, 

The alr was tested at Chelmsford and 
found all right. -

accident had the brakes been In shape?”, 

“A train moving forty miles an hour 
could be stopped twice In the distance,” 
he sald,

“IY we don’t get 
a call for hand brakes a long distance 
from the station or stop for a failure 
of the alr brakes, we depend on the 
air brakes; but we are on the alert.” 

Kehoe described the taking of the 
test of the alr brake in the Sudbury 
yard before the road officials. He was, 
called upon to make the test at the 
¥ice-presidént's request. “Do it with 
all your might.” sald Mr. McNilooll to 
me. “The angle-cock was open and 
Dy continual knocking with the chain 
the handle was closed. It took two or 
three minutes to succeed In the effort.

AN ALUMINIUM FAMINE, 


Only Three Sources of Supply At the 
Present Time. 


The world is suffering at present 
from an aluminium famine, according 
to uw report to the department of com- 
merce and labor. There are at pres 
ent but three sources of supply—an 
American company operating at Nlag- 
ara Falls, a British company at the 
Falla of Foyer and the Neuhausen 
works In Switzerland. There has been 
a rapid Increase fh the use of the 
metal with the sudden expansion of 
the automobile trade, and the market 
price of ingots Is nominally $850 a ton, 
or $200 more than last July, But this 
quotation ts purely nominal, because 
there is néne of the rvtal to be had, 
The conditions {n the United States 
were aggravated by a strike, and when 
the American contractors tried toa cov- 
er in the English and European mar- 
kets they found there was none of the 
metal to be had. 

Aluminium has cgme Into very gen- 
eral use fn automobile construction as 
well as in many part of engine work. 
It Is used by large factories for cook- 
Ing pots and pans of all sorts and Is 
capable of use in almost any place 
where. brags has been used, having, in 
nididion to other desirable qualities, 
about one-third the weight ef brass. 
The wire is used in this country now 
for the transmission of electricity for 
power and ight, the cables from New 
York to Niagara being of this mets.

Handling the Apple Crop. 

All baskets should be of the 
half-bushel type, round bysttomed, 


with a swinging handle, and should 
be provided with a strong iron hook, 
that.can be bung upon a limb or 
on the iaddez, aUowing the picker 
to have both hands free. 

Btepladders are not usually desir- 
able in apple-picking, beeause that 
portion of u tree covered by a 
stepladder can be equally as well 
picked from a longer’ ladder, and 
an experitnced picker prefers not to 
move his ladder more than is nee- 
essary, and also desires to cover just 
ax much. 4urface on the tree as is 
possibie with one moving. 

Quick Work. 

The rapidity wich which an exper- 
ienced picker can gather apples, 
where the picking ia youd, is aston. 
ishing. One picker has a record of 
wathering one fundred barrels of 
apples between daylight and six 
o'clock in tho“ afternoon. Two bar- 
rels were picked in just ‘ten min. 
utes, bemgy at the rate of 120 bar. 
rels for ten hours. Such piokinz fs 
not desirable, but it simply demon. 
strates how extremely © activo and 
akilful zomo pickers may become by 
constant practice. It may be sald 
that s good, fair day's work should 
average cighteen to twenty barrels; 
this ineans, with good picking, that 
the fruit should be carefully pick- 
ed and placed in the basket, and 
griptied into Marrels in sich a man- 
ner as to prevent bruising. 

‘Apples should never %e  bandled 
but twice, onee from the tree and 
ayain from the sorting table.

Growers’ ideasas 
to what constitutes first-class fruit 
vary in proportion to the quality of 
the fruit they produce, and dealers’ 
ideas ar: usually based - upon the 
Quality of fruit they are in the habit 
of handling and the demands of the 
trade to whieh they are citering. It 
ix ordinarily considered that any 
fruit which is sound enouzh to reach 
its destination is good enuugh tobe 
called first-ciass, but such standard 
is a serious error. The fruit should 
not only reach its destination in ap.

Usually it in better for a grower 
to sell his fruit before it is packed 
and [et the buyer do the packing 
or direct the same, according to 
his ideas: in that way imueb dissat- 
isfaction and many misunderstand. 

Perhaps it wih 
answer all requirements to define 
first-class fruit as such as arc {ree 
from ‘bruises and injuries and all 
insect and fungus blemishes, are ful. 
ly characteristic of the variety and 
are in ihat stage of macurity which 
the ainarket demands at the time 
of their exposure for sale. ft should 
be especially impressed upon ths 
rower aud packer that uniformity 
in size ix quite as important to a 
package of fruit as excellence In the 
individual specimen, and - it is 
question if in the near future we 
do not find apples graded for size 
as well ax peaches and oranges. This 
work must be done by hand, for 
hich quality apples which come 
throwzh (he grades apparently with- 
out blemish uvually show discolored 
spots in -m few days. 

It is evident that if fruit is sort. 
ed two grades will result—-the first- 
Class grade and the reussinder. In 
Most casts; however, apples are made 
into Coree grades, the third being 
generally known as culls or cider ap 
ples. -The methods of packing must 
depend very greatly upon the mar- 
ket which is to’ bo reached, upon 
the quality of the ‘fruit, and upon 
the package which is to be used.

‘All 
barrels after beim: headed should 
be plainly steneiled on the face end 
at once wWitn variety and grade, to 
avoid future “mistakes. , 
Shiftless Packing 

really .atcounts for more than one- 
half of all the unsatisfactory “re- 
turns from fruit, and to remedy this 
trouble it catls for the united efforts 
of groWers and dealers. They should 
realize that their interests are mut- 
a4ial and not antagonistic, that.what- 
ever tends to build up the apple in- 
dustry affecta one as well as the 
other.

We 
see no advantage in changing.” 

If you have.ever felt, as I rather 
fancy you have, that It Is In you to ex- 
plore strange, new countries for your- 
seif, that you would not hesitate very 
long between going into something in 
the dry goods way and going into 
something In the empire-buliding way, 
you will do well to open the atlas to 
the map of North America and let 
loose your imagination In the splendid- 
ly romantic conquest of that Far 
Northwest which we know very litle 
about, but which we shall, willy nilly, 
learn a good deal about before “Jim” 
Hill, and the new Grand Trunk Pacific 
and the Canadian Northern, and the 
Canadian Pacitic,.and the Domialon 
Government get through with it. They 
are bullding—while you wait,—an em- 
pire with which we, of these States, 
shall very shortly have to reckon, 

New Method of Empire Building. 

Tt is the first time an empire was 
ever built In just this way. The rifle 
has no place in the undertaking. 
Thanks to the century-long influence 
of the Hudson's Bay Co. the Indlans 
and half-breeds are docile. Thanks to 
the Anglo-Saxon sense of order, and to 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Poilce, 
there are few or none of those “bad 
men” who have infested our frontiers. 
The conquering army is made up of 
farmers and cows and sheep and horses 
and ploughs and harvesting machines.

levels, and travel with pack horses or, 
in the depth of the winter, with pack 
dogs. 

It is these hardy young men of the 
tranalt In whom we are most Interest- 
et here. The farmer makes excellent 
foundation material, — the best there 
is, in fact; but Uke certain of the 
others of us he is nelther very exciting 
nor very decorative. In small parties 
for reconnolssance work, in large par- 
ties for survey work, scattéfed over 
three thousand miles for construction 
work, the engineers are bDiazing the 
Steel trails across the prairies and 
through the wiiderness, Before many 
of them Iles hardship, perhaps starva- 
tlon, For the larger survey parties 
provisions aro freighted out by Indians 
and cached where expert woodsmen 
can find them. But, the small recon- 
nolssance parties, plunging into the 
northwestern mountains for six 
months at a time, can carry only a few 
staples. When gun and rod fail, they 
must eat dog. In winter—and winter 
{a winter up there,—they must roll up 
in a blanket-or two and sleep under 
the stars. A Canadian Pacific engi- 
neer, poor Vance, wag frozen to death 
west of Battleford two winters ago. I 
know an engincer who has slept un- 
der canvas when the camp thermome- 

ter registered fifty-six below zero. I 
know another engineer who thinks 
Mittle, at forty below, of rolling up in 
a single Hudson Bay blanket on the 
snow. In summer this same country 
1s hot, and, in places, dusty, and along 
the river bottoms the Insect pests are 
all but unbearable. The minute and 
tedious work ©f survefing and map- 
making is relieved only by intervals 
of pushing through rough country, of 
bullding rafts In order to ferry sup- 
piles, Instruments, and. records across 
rivers, of cutting a way for pack 
horses through tangled windfalls, or, 
tn winter, of “breaking trail” for tho 
dogs. 2

the engincer, cquipped> with technical 
training and with years of hard ex- 
perience, shares with the colleke pro- 
fessor ‘the distinction: of being the 
most highly underpaid of brain work-.

Edmonton is the jumping-off place

If one were to attempt the some- 
what, hazardous feat of walking due 
east from Edmonton, it would be found 
necessary to swim the upper waters of 
Hudson Bay before fetching up on the 
coast of Labrador. All this sounds very 
remote and inaccessible. It suggests 
rather the Interior recesses of Green- 
land than the pastoral charms of an 
Towa or an Illinois; and if carried away 
from New York, buttoned inside a pro- 
saic waistcoat, what I took to be the 
emotions of the explorer, my ignorance 
was not, I prefer to think, unique. 


A City of Contrasts, © 


Edmonton is a city of banks and a 
board of trade; of department stores 
a block long and a good many storeys 
Wigh: of paved streets and brick and 
stone bulldings; of well-to-do men in 
frock. coats or in trim riding breeches 
and puttees; of prettily-gowned wo- 
men; of the latest tht: in automo- 
biles, of clubs, churches# and polo 
grounds. All this speaks of the life of 
to-day. But. jostling by the prosper- 
ous merchant or the English “younger 
son” is the half-breed In Stetson hat 
and ailk-embroldered gauntlets, or the 
squaw with papoose dundied on her 
‘shoulders. The contrast, to one who 
has surrendered much of himself to 
the effete influence of our Atlantic 
Btates, is somewhat bewildering.

Of C. M. A. President’s Address 
to Winnipeg Convention. - 


C. C. Ballantine Says Fiscal Policy Has 
Ceased to Be a Matter of Partizan 
Controversy In Canada—Drew Al- 
luring Picture of Prospects of West 
as a Field For Establishment of 
Manufactures—Got Civic Reception. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 18.—Over 200 delo- 
gates to the convention of the Cana- 
dian Manufacturers’ Association were 
registered: here yesterday morning 
when several sections met for business. 
Most Interest:ng was a meeting of sub- 
scribers to and members interested In 
the formation of a mutual fire insur- 
ance company. This was endorsed. 
In the afternoon the reports of the 
treasurer and parilamentary and tech- 
nical education committees‘ were re- 
celved. . 

‘Last night a civic reception was ten- 
dered at the Royal Alexandra Hotel, 
when addresses of welcome were given 
by Premler Roblin, Mayor Sharpe and 
others, which were replied to by Vice, 
President Cockshutt of Brantford. 

The reading of the annual address of 
President Ballantyne was, of course, 
the feature: He drew an alluring pice 
ture of the prospects of the west as 
a field for the establishment of manu- 
facturers. His remarks were constantly 
applaaded. On the question of the 
tariff! he sald: 

Buitd Up Canada. 

“It is for us to say whether we will 
contiaue to purchase our manufactured 
goods in the United States, or put just 
a little more tariff on certain lines, and 
make the factories in the States build 
plants In Winnipeg, Saskatoon, Moose 
Jaw, Calgary, Medicine Hat, Regina, 
Edmonton of any other of the many 
centres in our great western prairies 
which have advantazes to offer, and by 
this means keep the population we are 
getting. : 

“it must be sematter of gratification 
to all patriotic Canadians that the 
fiscal policy has ceased to be a mat- 
ter of partisan controversy. The lead- 
ing politicians of both political parties 
now recognize the necessity of protect- 
ing Canadian industries of all kinds, 
and we may hope that when the mem- 
bers of our Dominion Parliament are 
called together in November to con- 
sider the revision of the tariff, they 
will set aside all olf prejudices and 
look at the question from the broad 
standpoint of Canadian Interests, ‘that 
they will consider what polley- will 
best develop the varied resources of 
our country, give profitable employ- 
ment of all classes of ou> people and 
maintain and advance the prosperity 
that now exists. 

“It Is a deplorable fact that many of 
our provincial legislators have so for- 
gotten the great confederation idea of 
unity that they have been only too 
ready to devise means to add to the 
local revenue by taxation directed at 
the business_people of other provinces, 
thereby Imposing unnatural restric- 
Uons upon Inter-provincial trade.”

nel, Newfoundland, had, during a heavy 
sea, struck at high tide on a submerged 
reef known “Sunker™ at the Isle of 
Mort, about four miles east of Port Aux 
Basque. 

Nine minutes after she was lying 
under thirty fathoms of water, 

The crew had no time to save any 
of their personal effects, and the 
greatest difficulty In saving thelr own 
lives. 

Four Cling to Vessel’s Spars. 

Charleston. S.C., Sept. 19.—The Clyde 
Uner New York yesterday brought into 
port the mate and three scamen’ of the 
American, schooner R. D. Bibber, Capt. 
Sayers, lumber-laden, from Savannah 
to Now York, wrecked off the Frying- 
pan shoals. ‘The vessel turned turtle 
and went to pieces, The men were 
found clinging to the spars. The cap- 
taln and others of the crew were mt 
found. The normal crew of the schoon- 
er was eleven. 

Many Schooners Wrecked. 

St. John’s, Nid. Sept. 19.—Besides 
eleven schooners. wrecked at Belle-Isle 
recently by storins, seven others. with 
over 100 souls on board, were driven 
ashore on the Labrador coast. Four 
fatalities only are reported thus far. 
It ts feared worse disasters occurred on 
the northern part of the coast, word 
from which i#yet to be received. Over 
250 castaways are now awalting the ar- 
rival of a Government steamer to con- 
vey them home. This Is the worst dis- 
aster since 1886, when S68 fisherfolk 
were made destitute by a single storm.

The Tumbleweed. 

Tumbleweeds spread themselves in 
a wholesale fashion. Instead of send- 
ing the separate seeds out Into the 
world ‘with wings or hairs to carry 
them, the whole plant breaks off near 
the root, when these are ripe, and 
goes rolling along the ground before 
the wind. The bare, sun scorched des- 
erts of the great west produce several 
tumbleweeds, and there are some in 
the prairie region.

tumbleweed In the east—the old witch 
grass, 80 called, maybe, because it rides 
the wind like an old beldame. In Sep- 
tember this grass spreads its head or 
panicle, with balrlike, purple branches, 
in every sandy field. When the seeds 
are ripe the plants ure blown across 
the field, often piling. up in ‘masses 


along fences and hedgerows, As might , 


be expected, the halr grass, which has 
so effective a way of spreading Itself, 
1s found throughout the United States 
from ocean to ocean.

THROWING THE DISCUS. 


Methods of the Grecian Athletes In 
Howerle Times. 

Discus throwing was a refined form 
of hurling the stone. In Homeric 
times, and’eyen at Olympia, a stoner 
mass of fron was first used for the 
purpose. This was held by a Icathern 
thong, swing in a circle and buried as 
far as possible. A circular or lentic- 
ular disk of bronze was used at least 
as early as the beginning of the fifth 
century. 

A standard weight must, of course, 
be assmned for the great games. A 
discus now in the Hritish museum, 
which seems to have been used, welghs 
11 pounds 8 ounces, but whether this 
was the standard welght or not is not 
definitely known, 

The thrower took his stand upon a 
slight clevation of lined circumfer- 
ence, where he conlkitiare a secure 
foothold and was prevented from run- 
ning. Then, with a swing of the arm 
and @ corresponding movement of the 
whole body, he hurled the discus as far 
as possible. 

The value of the body movezient was 
recognized by the sculptor Myorn in 
his famous statue, “The Discobolus,” 
and {[s understood by the modern ath- 
lete when he swings the bammer or 
even when he makes a drive at golf.

Australian Commission Put the 
Blame on Montague. 


Was Organizer For the Order — Or. 
Oronhyatekha Says Scandal Injured 
the . Foresters. and Retarded 
Business — Insurance ‘Commission 

\ Goes Inte the Cost of the Forsign 
Business of the Order. ‘ 


Toronto, Sept. 20.—The visit to Aus- 
tralia In‘ the interests of the LO. F. 
wade by Hon. Dr. Montague and the 
incident of his “contribution” of $250 
to a political party there were reviewed 
before the Royal Insurance Commission 
yesterday. It also developed that as a 
result of Supt. Fitzgerald's constant 


objections ns to the way funds of the |* 


order were borrowed, changes by which 
expenditure was decreased were made. 

‘The first item taken up when tho ex- 
amination resumed in the morning was’ 
the receipts in forelgn countries. For. 
five years in France and Belgium the 
mortuary receipts were $7,230, alck end 
funeral benefit $182 and genefal receipts 
3389. In all about $6,800. In Australia 
the receipts netted $121,442, In 1903 they 
began to fall off and when asked the 
reason Dr. Oronhyatekha told the com- 
misston that the check on the work In 
Australia due chiefly to the Mon- 
tague Incident. : 

“{ knew,” said the witness, “for Dr. 
Montague informed me of it, that he 
had subscribed £50 to the Government 
party represented by Sir Alexander 
Peacock—to acknowledge Sir Aloxan- 
der’s kindness and consideration for Dr. 
Montague, which very larBely helpod 
our work by giving him introductions 
to prominent men tn Australia and hav- 
Ing him invited to state functlona, 
When I arrived in Australia Dr. Monta- 
gue straight away told me of this sub- 
scription. I informed the doctor that 
this could not te allowed to be done 
out of the funds of the order, He re- 
plied at once that he never Intended 
to charge !t against the order, but to 
pay it out of his own funds, because 
of the personal kindness of the Pre- 
miler.” 

Mr. Shepley: “Tell me If this indi- 
cates that the Premfer or members of 
the party had Interested themselves in 
a Governmental way on behalf of the 
order?” 

“Oh, no; I won't say that. A com- 
mission was asked for by a member of 
Parliament to enquire Into the LO, F.” 
Sir Alexander, from his seat In the 
House, refused such commiss‘on for the 
reason that, after enquiry in Canada, 
the United States and Great Britain, 
the order wan found all O. K., but the 
high corimission was appointed. 

Why Doctor Didn't Go. 

Mr. Shepley read an article pudilahed 
in The Monetary Times saying that the 
royal commission appointed to Investi- 
gate the bribery charge against Dr. 
Montague had concluded its inquiries, 
and the finding was all the more Im- 
portant because of Its mildness. It 
looked as if the royal commission were 
trying to hush up things. During the 
enquiry Dr. Montague had not been 
called, as he did not go to Austraila. 

Mr. Shepley: “Dr. Montague, then, 
did not go to Australia “ 

Whltness: “No.” 

“He didn’t approve the allegations, 
then?” 

“AmMidavits were sent from here to 
Australia, I think.” 

“Was It owing to your advice that ho 
stayed away?" 

“No.”* 

“Why, then?” P 

"Well, you know, that it costs some- 
thing to go to Australia.” 

“Yes, but a man’s character {s worth 
something.” : 

“Well, as far as I can remember. I 
tried to impress upon-him that. the 
charge that he had pald money to any 
party with bribery as an end In view 
couldn't possibly amount to anything.” 

“Dr. Montague intended to benefit the 
L O. F, by any action he took?” 

“Yes, that was his ulterior purposes.” 

“No, direct. Being a stranger in the 
celony he couldn't possibly de familiar 
with the different parties. The report 
found that Dr. Montague did offer 
money to Mr. Mitchell and also to Sir 
Alexander Peacock with the Intent of 
oribery.” 

“Yes, Dut he didn't have a title of 
evidence to show that the L O. F, was 
in any way connected with that.” 

“Except that Montague was thelr 
general agent, and at the head of af- 
fairs there, Dr. Montague was appoint- 
ed to get @ commission to help the 


tralia,” said Mr. Shepley. 

Mr. Shepley asked that the copies of 
all aMdavits that were sent from here 
to.Australia on Dr. Montague’s behalf, 
and other correspondence be produced, 
and the witness acquiesced, 

Contract Under Scrutiny. 

The contract between Dr. Montague 
and the L O. F. was dissected. 

“It would not have been a far cry 
to show that Dr. Montague was acting 
for the order in Australia?” ‘ 

“There is no’ denying that he repre- 
sented us there. Nobody disputes that. 
but we do deny that he acted for the 
orter,in regard to the paying of that 
z If he ‘sheep in Australia, 
surely you would not hold the L O. F. 
responsible for that, and no more #0 
for tho paying of the £50,” 

Going back to the published criticism 
from Australla, Mr. Shepley went on to 


“It states that the orders business 
was almost paralyzed, if not destroyed, 
by this affair, Is that true?” 

“It certainly had a dad effect.” . 

“Probably it would not be a very 
wild prophecy to say that the order in 
Australia will never recover," said tho 
counsel, + 

“Yes, that would be wild,”

Mr. Shepley asked witness to put in 
a nutshell what Mr. Fitzgerald wanted.

For ten years he refused a 
raise, until the general fund became 
in the present first-class condition, 

Supreme Secretary McGillivray got 
36,000 a year up to last year, when it 
was made $7,000 per annum. Harry 
Collins commenced with $2,000 a year 
in jet In 1898, $2,249.94; in 1999, 
2,500, which remained unt!] 1904; but 
in 1905 it wan raised to $7,000. Wit- 
ness sald he now gave the position his 
whole time, 

Dr. Millman recelved in 1896, $3,000; 
In 1897, $6,500, up to the Atlantic City 
meeting, when he was raised to $7,000. 

The English actuary, Mr. Ray, was 
to recelve $6,000 per year. He had 
charge for some time of the London 
head office, 

Large sums were pald out for actu- 
arial work. One year ran up to $2,000. 
This work was done In England. 

For ton years, 1896 to 1905, the total 
oMcers* salaries amounted to $300,223; 
wages of office enployes, $600,504; or- 
Kanizing staff, $945,569; onganization 
expenses, $771,494 *

CAR OF DYNAMITE EXPLODES 


Eleven Persons Killed, More Than 50 
Injured, and 500 Persons Home- 
less at Jellico, Kentucky. 


Knoxville, Tenn, Sept, 22—A ter- 
rfc dynamite expiosion yesterday 
caused the foss of eleven lives, and 
fore or less seriously Injured not less 
than 50 persons at Jelllco, Ky. Pro- 
Feriy damage estimated at $1,000,000 
was done, and the town was practical- 
ly destroyed. At least 500 persons are 
homeless. 

The Union Depot of the Southern 
Railway and the Louisville and Nash. 
ville Ralirvad, located about 100 yards 
frum the place of the explosion, was 
shattered to splinters, 

Tho explosion occurred upon the 
Kentucky side of Jellico, and In conse- 
quence every house on that side of the 
town Is wrecked. As a result, it is ea- 
Umated that one-seventh of the popu- 
lation of the two Jellicos Is homeless, 

A car loaded with dynamite, and con- 
signed to the Rand Powder Co, was 
sidetracked In the yards used Jointly by 
the Southern Rallway and the Louls- 
ville and Nashville. : 

The explosion was caused by three 
men shooting at a mark on the car. 
The car.contined 400 cases of high ex- 
Dlosive, \ 

The spot where the car stood Is; 
marked by a hole 20 feet deep and 
adout 30 feet in diameter.

Broiling must al- 
ways be done over a quick, clear Ore, 
The beat hardens the albumen on the 
outside quickly, thus preventing the 
escape of Juice and rendering it ra- 
tory.

ONTARIO HEALTH FACTS 








Toronto ts In the Lead, With 243 Per 
1000—Rural Parts Not-Doing 80 
Wallt—Twins Were Numerous tn 
1904—Marriages Are Stil! Popular— 
Consumption’s Grim Harvest—Nerv- 
us Troubles Increasing—Suicides. 


The thirty-ffth annual report of the 
Registrar-General for Ontario, deing 
that for the year 1904, has been pub- 
shed by the Deputy Registrar-Gener- 
al, Dr, Charles A. Hodgetts. It contains 
@ number of most Interesting and in- 
struotive tadles regarding the births, 
deaths and marriages in the province, 
and regarding the health of the pro- 
vince. The statistics have been compll- 
ed with much cate, and the deductions 
drawn from them by the Deputy Regis- 
trar-Generul are ful) of import. 

The population of the province, as 
estimated by geometrical progression, 
is given as 2,203,968. The population in 
the cities has increased faster than in 
other parts of the province. This, the 
Teport states, ls due not so much to 
any increase In the birth rate in the 
cities as to the Influx of population 
from the rural parts. The number of 
dirths registered during the year. was 
60,265, which is at ibe rato of 28.8 per 
1,000, This is an increase,;of 0.7 per 
1,000 over the preceding year and 1.1 
over the year 2903. This Increase, the 
report says should be conskiered ax 
Satisfactory, because ofthe large num- 
ber of marriageable young men who 
leave this province for the, West. “The 
older couples,” says the report, “those 
wh» have passed the child-bearing pe- 
riod of Ife, being left in Ontario, and 
considering, further, that it Is not ‘the 
fashion’ of the present day to have a 
family of more than one or two, the Te- 
turns for 1904 must be looked upon as 
very satisfactory, and we may feel 
thankful that the desire for the com- 
for®& and pleasures of a martied Hf 
free from all ‘oncumbrances, app. 
ently Is not making rapid headway 'n 
the community, and there are those in 
our midst possessed with a due sease 
of thelr responsibillly to the State and 
the benefits to be derived from a courn 
of non-interference with the lava of 
nature.” 

Toronto's Birth Rate High, 

In the cltles Toronto has the highret 
Tate of births, namely, 24.3 per 1,000, 
and, with the exception of Windxer, 
which haa exceptional advantages ua 
@ matrimonial centre Toronto has the 
second highest «rate oof marriages, 
hamely, 13.2 per 1,000. Chatham Ix the 
city which leads in thia regard outxide 
of Windsor. Its rate of marriage per 
1,000 tx 16.2) Windsor enjoys the repu- 
taUlon of having a marriage rate of 79.6 
per 1,000, Ottawa and Woodstock are 
the worst citles ta Ontario for people 
who aro looking for partners for lify 
as they have a marriage rate of only 
8.9 per 1,000. Toronto’ death rate 
among the citlea ls pretty high. It is 
17.8 per 1,000. -The highest ts Wood- 
sjock, with 21.3, and the lowest Strat- 
ford, with 114 per 1,000, 

In the towns of over 3.000 population 
the birth rate ts 25.1 per 1,000, or 2.3 In 
excess of the rate of the province ax 
a@ whole. The birth rate In the rural 
parts is below the average for the pro- 
vince. 

Twins Were Numerous, 

People of a curious turn of mind will 
bo Interested in learning that there 
wero 549 palts of twins born In Ontario 
In 1904, and that in 7 cases parents 
found themselves the owners of trip- 
Jets Among the twins there were 550 
males and 584 females Of the 23 tndi- 
viduala who made up the 7 sets of trip- 
lets, 10 were males and 11 were fe- 
males The number of twin births was 
S? greater than In-1903 and 26 ‘more 
than fn 1902 Taking births In general, 
the mates are still In the lead, the pro- 
n belng as 104.5 to 100. In 1904, 
rt, (twas as 105.9 to 100, so that 
the males are lagging Behind a trifle. 
During the month of November fewer 
births occur than in any other month, 
and the maximum it reached In the 
inonth of 3 

Marriages Still Popular. 

‘There were 19,789 marriages made In 
Ontarke tn 1904 which was less by 41 
th fu the preceding year, and Is only 
at the rate of 8.9 of the estimated popue 
lation. This rate, however, Is very 
close ta that of 1903, and in the latter 
Year there was a marked Increase, Juno 
ix still in the lead ax the correct month 
to be marticd In, and May Is the Icast 
popular month for nuptials,

Jn the matter of deaths there were 
8.742 In the citles, 2560 In towns of

more than In 1903: There were 1,616 
more deaths In 1904 than In 1903. Of 
the Increaso 207 were Infants under one 
year of age, The chief Increase In 
deaths was fn the aged people, while 
the children got off more easily, ‘fhe 
chief decrease In deaths wae in tho 
class of children from 1 to 9 This fa 
the group which Is moat affected by 
epidemic diseases. As is usually the 
case, the smallest number of deaths 
occurred in June and the greatest in 
March 







































Causes of Deaths, 

“In considering the cayses of 
deaths,” the report says, “it is found 
that 1,730 deaths were due to infectious 
or contagious disoases apart altogether 
from the deaths caused by tuberculosis 
and acrofula, which numbered 2,877. 

“The most fatal of the diseases in 
thls group was diphtheria, 35.1 per cent. 
of the deaths In this group belng from 
thin alone, The next In ordor was ty- 
phold fever, with 27.8 per cent, and In- 
Muenza, 19,1 per cont. Consequent upon 
the measures taken by local health au- 
thoritles to prevent the spread of scar- 
let fever, which In 1903 had been pre- 
valent. and which caused 580 deaths In 
that year, the progress of scarlet fever 
was very much curtalled In 1904, and 
the diminished number of deaths, viz, 
163, may be largely attributable to this 
cause. > 

“The widespread characcer of diph- 
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“that matter on any part of the body, to 


theria ts evidenced by the fact that 
not a county or district ‘in the pravince 
was free from it" There were 137 
deaths from diphtheria in Toronto, 
ipsrecsisolwrasinctis“couns or dis. 
trict free from deaths from juenza.

The total deaths from tuberculosis 
in 1904 was 2,877, an Increase over 1903" 
of 184. Every county and district lent 
its quota to. make this large total. 
Bince 1876 the total number of deaths 
from tuberculosis Is given as 79,546. 

“A comparison of deaths from tuber- 
culosis in the cities and the counties 
In which these citles are situated 
shows that in the counties in which 
are. altuated the largest cities’ the 
greatest _ tage of deaths occur 
therein. us of the 439 deaths re- 
turned from the County of York, 338, 
or 77 per cent. took place In the City 
of Toronto, and of the 135 deaths crei- 
Sted to the County of Wentworth, 101, 
ot 74.3 per cent, occurred in the City 
of Hamilton. Similarly in Carleton 
County, of 154 deaths from tuberculosis, 
U4, or 74 per cent. are found as oc- 
curring in Ottawa. 

“Wo find that the great majority of 
deaths In the Countiea of York, Carle- 
ton and Wentworth happened in the 
cities, and the figures are of sufficient 
importance for the local health auth- 
oritles to study the why and the where- 
for, and if properly considered lead 
them to the adoption of active meas- 
ures to stop this large death rate, 

“The death rate of Muskoka, 165 per 
100,000 of the population, would indi- 
caté that deaths occur of persons -suf- 
fering from tuberculosis. who seek this 
nection of the province with the hope 
of being benefited, but succumb to the 
disease before being able to return’ 
home, < ; 

“The number of deaths from the var- 
fous forms of cancer were 1,253, beng 
97 in excess of tho previous year. 

Nervous Troubles Increasing. “~ 
“The total number of deaths under 
this group was 3,694, being 405 in excess 
of 1903 and representing 11.8 per cent 
of tho total deaths from all causes. The 
number of deaths from nervous dig- 
eases reported In the cities was 1,207, 
or 27.6 per cent.’ of the provincia) total, 
and, with the exception of the group 
which includes diseases of old age and 
infancy, there wera more deaths from 
these diseases than from any other 
group cause, the death rate In the cities 
being 207 per 100,000 of the population. 
The general conclusion to be drawn 
from the figures is that nervous dis- 
eases are on the Increase in the pro- 
vince.” “ 

“The number of atill-bDirths,” says 
the report, “kee steadily mounting 
upward. If the fes were all natural 
one would not perhaps think so much 
of it, but the tendency of the present 
day ts for familles on the permanent 
unit basis, without any intention of ex- 
tension on thls basis; or, what is worse 
stiiL and more criminal it is in many 
instances the avowed purpose of. our 
young people entering the married life 
to remaln free from family duties and 
responsibilities. With these facts In 
view it 1s with feelings of mingled 
alarm and remorse I direct attention to 
this steady Increase invatill-birtha In 
our province. “a 

“There were 3,411 deaths from senile 

cay in Ontario during the year.” 

Suicides and Accidents. 

The report concludes with some Jn- 
teresting figures about the number of 
deaths from suicide and accident. 

“Of the former there wére 113; of 
these, 77 were males ang 36 females, 
49 single and 65 marricd; in $ instances 
the social condition was not known. 
The youngest sulclde was under 14 and 
the oldest was over 80. The number of 
accidents happening In‘ the province 
shows an upward tendency, the figures 
showing an Increase for the year of 16 
over 1903. It is peciTlar to note that 
not a death occurred as the result of 
a bicycle accident, and, despite the ex- 
tension of the electric: rallway system, 
only 19 deaths were due to this cause. 
The record of 219 deaths by drowning 
ig a strong plea for the systematic 
teaching of swimming to our school 
children, and the 186 doaths dy rall- 
way accidents might be used aa an}; 
argument that pedestrians and the 
public of this province have some claim 
to a right of way and a better protec- 
tlon should be g&..en us at our level 
crossings. The value to the province 
of the 186 Ives lost under this head in 
1904 represents a sum which might, 
have been saved If such restrictions | 
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were better enforced.”

or gilt the case may be, These wire 
ouuines, which are semicircular in sec- 
tlon, are fixed firmly to the background 
sheet, and into the cells formed by the 
clolsonnes are shoveled countless little 
glass beads, which are cement on 
the ground, and the entire panel {fs 
then covered with a second sheet of 
glass. The great point of the invention 
is that, along with a pleasant varicty 
of surface, It is possible and easy to 
get an almost Hmitless variety of color 
ns well as the most delicate and gra- 
dual shadihg, in which one color melts 
almost imperceptibly Into another.

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SIMPLE SUNDIAL. 


‘The Way to Make One and Set It Up 
Im Proper Shape, 
Although we all have clocks ahd 
Watches by which to tell the time, the 
sundial will alwaya retain a certain 
ebarm by reason of its antiquity, and 





any garden ig one has n fea- 
ture added to it that else can 
supply. So come, especially you 


Bandy ones, and make a dial and then 
plant at its base some quick growing 
vine and have a thing of beauty that 
fe a. joy forever. ‘ 

One of the simplest sundials consists 
of a metal disk. You may make it any, 
size you wish, dividing its circumfer-

ence into twenty-four equal parts, num- 
bered from 1 to 12, twice around, as 
sbown in Fig. A. The best metal to 
use is zinc, as it docs not rust and is 
ea. marked and cut, 

In'the center of the disk Is fixed a 
straight pin, called‘a style, It must 
be exactly perpendicular to the disk, 
aa the accuracy of the dial depends on 
this, and also on its belng placed ex- 
actly parallel! with the earth's axis. 
This latter Is effected In the following 
way: 

Make a tiny hole In the metal disk, 
close to tho style, and then on the frst 
clear night place the disk on its sup- 
port in such a position that by looking 
through the little bole you may bring 
the north star In line with the style. 
When you hare obtained the right an- 
gle, fasten tho disk In place, and your 
sundial js complete. 

‘The shadow thrown by the style will 
point to the hour of the day, and of 
course you need hardly be hold that on 
cloudy days the dial will not work, as 
the sun fs needed to cast the shadow. 

‘Another way to find the angle or 
Place in which the disk should rest fs to 
cut a triangle out of pasteboard, as 
Fig. B designates, having the angie at 
C just equal to the latitude of the lo- 
cality where the dial is to be used. 


- You may easily do thisby finding the 


latitude on a map and then drawing 
the angle with tho ald of a plece of 
metal ‘called a protractor, which- is 
marked) off in degrees and which may 
be bought of any dealer in drawing 
materials. 

Fix this triangle, with the ald of a 
compass, so that the angle B points 
due north and the base BC Is horizon- 
tal Then place tho dial so that the 
style points along the Iine AC, with the 
{ree end toward A. When so placed 
the figure 12 In the dial’ must be di- 
rectly below the style, as the picture 
shows.—New York Herald. 





March Winds a@ April Showers.

Heltand’s Continuous Performance

SOFT CRABS. 


Afier Shedding the New Shells Hard. 
em With Great Rapidity. 

The supply of soft crabs for market 
fg obtained by catching bard crabe and 
keeping them until they shed thelr 
shells. For this purpose large rec 
tangular floats, made of latbs and 
planking, are employed, and three or 
four times erery day the stock on band 
is carefully inspected, all the soft 
crabs belng picked out and packed 
without delay. They are put Into sha}- 
Jow boxes of molst seaweed, from ten 
to thirty-five dozen in a box, according 
to the size of the animals. 
packing Is done carefully the occu- 
pants may be kept allve from sixty to 
seventy bours after teaving the water. 

Crabs have been shipped all the way 
from the Chesapeake to Canada, arriv- 
Ing at thelr destination in good condi- 
tion. In summer, of course, ice is used. 

But where soft crabs are concerned 
it Is necessary that they shall reach 
the market quickly, because thelr pew 
shells “barden with great rapidity, 
At the end of twelye hours the shells 
are like parehment, and in three or 
four days the crab Is as bard as ever 
~hence unfit for use In the f most 
highly approved by epl

There may bo as 
pure ait found at 60 or 70 degeecs 
above zero as at 20 degrees above 
or 20 degrees bslow that point, and 
few people in the best hgalth, as 
few ore most comfortable when the 
temperature gocs below the freezing 
point wherever they may have to 
remain long, Whether it may be tne 
doors or out of doors. ‘ 

Thus the heat neccesary tu xeop 
the common house plant alive ia

If there are gas 
es from fuel or from sewer thatare 
not wholesome, the plants are about 
an certain and as prompt to feel 
them and to show their effects as 
the most delicate infanta in the 
family, and a few house plants ip 
a room muy serve as a sort of bar- 
ometer to indisaic the purity of the 
air therein and its fitness to be 
breathed in and absorbed by those 
who spend their days and nights 
there. 

The season is now at hand when 
those who hare plants out of doors 
arc preparing to’take them intothe 
house for the winter, and if there 
are more: than thoy want to care for 
they may give a part to less fortun- 
ate neighbors, This may be done 
without danger of spreading disease 
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rails or hurdics, so as to prevont 
crowding and to give those of gqual, 
s'zc ang weight quartera together, so 
that ol: may share alike at the feed 
troughs.

FARMERS WHO STUCK TO PHEtit 
FARSI, 

A correspondent writes ttfus to a 
Bosto: agrituitural paper; 

The writer wax personally ate 
quainted with cight farmers who lets 
thei: farms to engage in other busi- 
vess, and all of them to the detri- 
ment ol their financial interests, and 
some of thei to tho injury of their 
heakhb and the shortening of their 
lives 

The two following farmers tived in 
the same neighborhood and were well 
kiown to the writer, and their his- 
tory is related ‘without any coloring 
or varnishing whatever, 

J. H. was a young Irishman who 
came into our neighborhood without 
a doilar, and obtained trom the own. 
er of the land permission to bud 
a board shanty in the edge of the 
woods near a fine spring, and live in 
it al a very low rental. Ho was a 
tall, broad-shouldered man, strong, 
healtby, and willing to do a fair day's 
work for a fair day's wages, with. 
out any watching, and consequently 
during the seasun for farm work bis 
labor was ip great demand at rather 
more than common prices. lic worked 
a considerable time for the writer. 

iis wife, like bimaclf, waa nealthy 
and industrious. Not having much 
housework, atic worked out of doors, 
Loeing corn, digging potatoca and 
husking corn. Sometimes they rais- 
ed a picce of corn or potatoes on 
skares, but their money was chiefly 
made working lor wages and lending 
their carnings on interest. In the 
winter, he took jobs of threshing 
grain on shares, with a flail, for tho 
tenth part of the grain, and found 
jobs enough to keep him busy until 
spring. Threshing machinca wero 
common, but farmera preferred to 
have their grain threshed with a 
flail when thcy could do su because 
the straw was saved in so such 
beiter shape and kept in the barn, 
Acother advantage was the toresher 
carricd out the straw which was too 
short to bind, and fed it to the cat. 
tle ir the yard, a nttle a¢ a time, as 
ho threshed, and kept them busy eat- 
ing all day. One farmer told me‘that 
in this way his cattle Wintercd an 
well on straw as on hay, and that it 
wes worth ail the threshing cost to 
have the cattle so well taken care of, 

The man often could Jend his mon- 
ey at eight per cent. to good borrow. 
ers, anU was careful to have his 
notes renewed, and interest added at 
tho end of the year, thereby getting 
compound intorest, 

They continued to live in the board 
shanty, and work, and save, until 
they bad money enough saved to buy 
a farm considerably improved, and 
pay for it cash down, This is not the 
way farms are usually bought in 
this region, but in thigvease it wa 
no doubt, wise, for was ti

A Seties of Agreements, 

Mr. Shepley took up, first, the char- 
ter of the North Ontario Furm ard 
Town Sttezs Co, dated March &, 1903. 
There were 10,60 shares of stock, value 
$100 each. The provisieual directorate 
wore Messrs. Boeckh, Diver, Duscau, 
Kydd, Vandwsen. The company was to 
do a general land business. 

The next Gocument was the agree- 
ment of the original option obtained 
April 24, 1903, from the C, P, R. by Pope 
& Fowler for the purchase of 200,008 
actes of land Ia the Northwest at $3.50 
per acre, of which one-sixth was to be 
paid in cash and the balance In five 
consecutive annual paymenta. 

The agreement of May 30, 1903, be- 
tween Pope & Fowler and the Union 
Trust Co. was tead. This document 
provided for the Union Trust Co. to 
pay Pope & Foyer $23,520 for the right 
or option to purchase sald lands, and 
a further payment of $323,146.66. The 
agreement also recited the payment of 
360,000 to the parties of the frst part 
(the money they had given to the 
c. P. R.) by the Union Trust Co. The 
transaction simply meant that Pope & 
Fowler transferred the land to tho 
Union Trust Co. at an advance of $1 
per acre, and the Union Trust Co. in 
turn gave It to the Town and Farm 
Sites Syndicate at 35 per aore. 

Mr. Shepley went further Into the 

minute book of the Union Trust Co, 
One minute provided for the loan of 
$140,000 by <he Union Trusm Co, to the 
Town and Farm Sites Co. Witness be- 
came aware of this In the spring of 
1904. . 
Mr. Shepley produced another docu- 
ment an agreement between the direc- 
tors of the North Ontario Town ang 
Farm Sites Syndicate, on the firs part 
the origina] incorporators, the second 
part. and Hon. Ge». E. Foster, Col. J. 
A. McGillivray and Matthew Wlson 
as the third part.

United States Secretary of War Taft 
Arranges Armistice, Which Prob- 
ably Means the Finish of Cuba’s Lit- 
tle Opera Bouffe War—Text of the 
Terms of the Armistice Agreed Up- 
on by the Opposing Forots. 


Havana, Sept. 25.—It was rumoured 
late yesterday afternoon that the Goy- 
ernment and the moderates had tactily 
decided to concede practically every 
thls to the Liberals and rebels. 
Terms of Armistice. 


The following are the terms of the 
armistice agreed upon by the opposiig 
forces: c 

“1, No movement of troops shall 
take place on elther side without a 
notification to the opposing authorities, 
viz., the secretary of the interior of 
Cuba; Alfred Zayas, representiug the 
Liberal party, and the American peace 
commisston, 

“2. This peace shall be effective 
throughout Cuba, 

"3. If elther party violates any of 
the expressed conditions the opposing 
party shall not take hostile action un- 
ul after a complaint notification to the 
peace commission. 

"4. Hostilitics shall not be resumed 
for at least 24 hours after notification 
to the peace commission.” 

The Cuban Secretary of State 
agreed, upon the condition that he 
should notify Secretary Taft instead of 
Senator Zayas (president of the L.iber- 
al party), {f the Government desired 
to move troops.

PALMA REJECTS PEACE 


Which Secretary Taft Says Was 
Honorable to Him. 


United States Mediator 1a Not Hopeful 
and Says the Situation Is Most 
Disgusting —Electioss Were Thor- 
oughly Rotten — Rovsevelt Appeals 
to Palma to Accept Only Conditions 
by Which Calm Can Be Restored. 


Havana, Sept. 26.—Secretary Taft 
yesterday afternoon sald: 

“The Government officials, instead of 
.co-operating with us to save the re- 
‘public, have resorted to every kind of 
obstruction with the object of con- 
Unuing thelr control of the administra 
tion. President Palma and his advisers 
have rejected terms of peace which 
were honorable to them, though In the 
form of a compromise with thelr op 
ponents. 

“We are still striving to arrange a 
setuioment, and we trust the American 
people will give us credit for doing 
everything possible to accomplish a 
settlement without resorting to force. 

A Disgusting Situation. 

“I cannot sagethat we are hopeful, 
Jor I have never known a more disgust- 
ing altuation. 

“Investigatibn convinces us that the 
elections werd thorough!y rotten, 

} “SVe do not want to Intervene, but 








ths conditions ancfa*may’ necessmate 
it. Our reports show that the Insurgent 
commandess have lost control of their 
forces, which are now lawless bands 
which at any moment might loot and 
burn. The situation seems to demand 
the use of force.” 

The American commissioners have

During the summer of 1776 Captain 
Jobn Lee of Marblehead, cruising un- 
der 2 commission from congress, hav- 
ing taken and sent home five valuable 
prizes, entered the port of Bilbao in 
Spain. The captains of two of bis 
prizes and a part of thelr crews were 
on board. These officers Immediately 
protested agalnst their capture and bad

piracy. The local authorities sent the 
documents In the case to Madrid, to- 
gether with the commission granted 
by this new and unknown powe! 

In the decision of the Spanish? min- 
istry depended not alone the fate of 
Captain Lee, but whetber some of the 
most Important ports In Europe should 
be opened or closed to American crul- 
sers and privateers. The English min- 
ister in Spain brought all his Influence 
to bear against Captain Lee. At this 
moment the Declaration of the Fourth 
of July réacbed Madrid. The complaint 
against Captain Lee was dismissed, 
supplies for his ship and aid in repair- 
ing it were furnlshed, and public dec- 
Jaration was made that InSpanish ports 
tle new flag of America was as {ree 
and as welcome as was the flag of Eng- 
land. 

Spain, Uke France, also helped the 
Tnited States with 1,000,000 francs 
and with cargocs of military bores.

In 1876 Mr, Disrnell was raised by 
the queen to the peerage under the 
title of Lord Beaconsfield, and he left 
the house of commons before the news 
of his eleration to the house of lords 
had been made public, His withdraw. 
al from the stage where he had played 
‘wo Jong the leading part In a manner 
obviously devised to avold any sort of 
ovation waa in accordance with the 
dignity which characterized the re- 
maluing years of his life after the de 
feat of the Conservatives, when the 
gencral election of 1850, in consequence 
of the Midlothian campaign, had ter 
minated bis public career. No appll- 
cant for hia opinions on any subject 
ever received a postal cant from Lord 
Benconsficld. No speech was erer 
made by him at rallway stations, He 
died in 1881 as he had lved—alone, a 
stranger amid a strange people, After 
his death his memory became to Eng- 
lish Conservatives an object of almost 
scntimental affection; to English Radl- 
cals it remained an object of never 
falling animosity, But to Englishmen 
of all politics, to Conservatives and 
Liberals alike, his Ufe continues to be 
a constant puzzie, an unsolved enigma, 
London Standard.

-BANQUET ON BIG SCALE. 


Lord Strathcona Gives Spread to 2,400 
Guests, Celebrating Aberdeon 
University Fourth Centenary. 


Aberdeen, Scotland, Sept. 27.—Lord 
Strathcona is to give a banquet to 2,100 
Kuests to-day, to mark the fourth ccen- 
tenary celebration of Abenieen Univer- 
sity. As there is n> hall In Aberdeen 
capable of accommodating so large a 
company,. one has had to be bullt es- 
pecially for the occasion. It has been 
erected adjoining the Marischal College. 

The temporary hall measires 185 
feet in width and 150, feet in length. 
and Is so arranged that it will pre- 
sent three levels, the top table occupy- 
ing the highest. The chairman's table, 
170 feet in length, will face 73 other 
tables, Olling the Jowest stages, with 
broad gangways between, A romark- 
able feature of the arrangements is the 
assignment of these tablea to separate 
divisions red, green, yellow and blue, 
the dinner tiokets belng colored accord- 
ingly, and lettered and numbered. 

While the cooking had to be done In 
London, refrigerator vana being used 
for the conveyance of the food, the 
chefs and their assistants will have 
much finishing work to do In the spe- 
clally erected kitchens. These ure fur- 
nished with steam and electrical fit- 
tings, and hot and cold water service.

AGRARIAN DISORDERS. 





Police Expelled and Inhabitants” Are

Swindled Out of $55,000,

Mr. Stevenson had been unable to ob- 
taln any Information ax to the amount 
actuaily paid for the Okanugan Lum- 
ber, Co.'s property, but had been assur- 
ed on Saturday last by Mr. McCormack, 
who is now manager of the Pacific 
Lumber Co. at Vancouver, that he had 
tecelved his full share of the purchase 
money, whatever that was, 

In connection with the recent re- 
organization of the Union Trust Cuw.. 
Mr. Stevneson said that Mr. Matthew 
Wilson, KC, had conducted the orgo- 
thations on behalf of the L O. F, but 
had not rendered a bill for his ser- 
vices. Mr. Wilson was entitled to com- 
pensation for the work he had done, but 
if he had been compensated in any oth- 
er than the regular way by any one 
other than the LO, F. it was wrong.

The day of atonement, ateordin,s 

to Biblical tradition, in ono of the 

cyclen of holidays instituted by Mos- 
es. It occurs on the tenth day of 
the seventh month “Tiskrci.” It 
comprises the element of the great 
fant day of the year by abstvining 
for twenty-four’ hours from cating 
and drinking, bathing and anointing. 
Differime from any other faxt days, 
which arc four in number, institut. 
ed by tthe rabbis after the destruc 
tion of the temple, and resembling 
all Sabbath and festival days, the 
celebration of the day of atuncment 
ezine in the synagogue on the pre- 
cding evening ta conformity with 
Leviticus xxiii, 32. “St small be unto 
you a Sabbath 1o rest, and ye shall 
aff_lict your souls in the ninth day 
of the xeventh month at even, from 
even to even, shall you éelebrato 
your Sabbath."

The body of the 
church was designed by Nicholas 
Hawksmore, and the tower by John 
James, both architecls who had been 
puplis of the celebrated Slr Christopher 
Wren. The exterior Is eased in Port- 
land stone, and the architecture Is en- 
tirely Roman.

THE TABLES OF STONE. 


A Curious Calculation >From the 
Talmud aad the Bible, - 

Did you ever figure on the proba- 
blo size and Immeise strength of 
Moses, basing your calculations on the 
dimensions of the tables of ‘stone, as 
given’ by’ the Talmudic writers? In 
the Talmud (follo 28, column &) it Is 
said that the tables of stone upon 
which the commandments were writ- 
ten were six ells long, six ells broad 
and three ells thick. In the Bible, 
Exodus xxxil, 15,.we are told that 
“Moses went down from the mount, 
and the two tables of the: testimony 
were In his hand.” 

“Hand,” mind you, not hands, though 
It must be admitted that it would have 
taken a strong palr of hands to per- 
form the task of carrying them, eten 
on the Jerel, Now, we will put the 
Talmudic and the Biblical accounts to- 
gether and apply the mathematical 
rule, The Hebrew ell or cubit was, at 
Its least estimate, a measure of eight- 
een Inches, which would bave made 
each of the tables a stone’ block nine 
feet long, nine feet wide and four and 
one-half feet thick. If common stone 
weighed as much to the square foot 
then as It does now the tables would 
tip the beam at about twenty-eight 
tons! Was Moses one of the giants 
of those days or bas some one made a 
mistake in calculations or In the state- 
ment of supposed facis?—Exchange, 











SARDINES. 


The Way They Are Cooked and Fre- 
pared For Market. 

Sardines are caught in nets, and after 
delng well washed the beads are cut 
off and the fish are sprinkled lightly 
with salt. After lying for a few hours 
they are placed on grids in rows almost 
perpendicular. The frames are then 
placed in pana containing boiling olive 
oll The oll] is changed as soou as it 
becomes too black and dirty for con- 
tlnulng the cooking process. 

As soon as the fsh are considered 
sufficiently cooked, they are withdrawn 
from the pans of oll and the grids are 
placed on the tables covered with zine, 
the surface of tbe table inclining to- 
ward a groore in the center.

mos¢ of tho residential streets. run, 
the intersceting onps paralleling the 
river. . 
Tho gcological formation to tho 
west of the river is chiefly lime stone 
similar in character to that forming 
the river banks and bed, while. tho 
land to the cast is sand and gravel 
With the hard pan found at varying 
depth. The natural lay of the land 
is toward the river and the lake 
front, S ELaknt ; 

The portion of the city at present 
seweraged {is bounded by the river 
on tho wost, Bridgo street pn the 
south, Charles strect on the cast and 
Hotei street on the north, the outlet 
belpg at.a point just below the Jower 
bridge, the discharge being through 
a 12 Inch pipe. 

It is now proposed to lay a trunk
